President of the Senate in the Chair. The Joint Session was called to 
order.

A quorum of both Houses 
being present, the Joint Session convened.

His Excellency, Governor Roy E. Ayers, then appeared and on being 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by President Hugh Adair 
of the Senate and delivered the following message to the members of the 
Senate and House: 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the Twenty-Sixth Legislative 
Assembly: 


Again it becomes my duty to appear before the duly elected members 
of a legislative assembly of our State to submit to you a message on the 
condition of the State, and also make such recommendations as I may deem 
expedient. I approach this task with a full understanding of the necessity 
for sincere cooperation on the parts of that department which you com- 
prise and the department over which it is my high privilege to preside, to 
the end that the welfare of the people of Montana may be adequately pro- 
tected and constructively promoted. 


Since the convening of the last session, and the beginning of the 
present state administration, we have had a marked mixture of adversity 
and good fortune for the people of Montana. Continued unemployment 
‘and unfavorable crop conditions in some sections have imposed inescapable 
burdens upon the state government. Even with the generous assistance 
which the federal government has extended, your governing authorities 
have often been confronted by serious difficulties in their efforts to pre- 
vent human suffering, and provide the actual necessities of life to those 
beset by misfortune. Nevertheless, we can all take comfort from certain 
developments during this time. An abundance of moisture which definitely 
broke an extended period of disastrous drought, not only enabled a majority 
of our farmers to produce one of the largest cereal crops ever harvested 
in Montana but also brought forth a heavy crop of hay and restored our 
range lands to a high state of usefulness. While the prices of some agri- 
cultural products are still discouragingly reduced, we cannot help deriving 
satisfaction from the re-assurance of the splendid productivity of our soil 
under reasonably favorable climatic conditions. 


During recent months, also, there has been a notable increase in 
employment, particularly in some of our larger industries, and fairly satis- 
factory business and financial conditions are reported from many sections 
of the State. 
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I have been particularly impressed, as I know all of you have, by the 
courageous spirit of our people and the undiminished faith they have 
exhibited in their state and its certain return to a condition of prosperity. 
That same spirit in our pioneers established the foundations of this splen- 
did commonwealth and will continue to be the driving force which will enable 
us to pass along a prideful heritage to future generations of Montanans. 


But if we are to have proper regard for the welfare of those now 
living as well as of those who are to come after us, we must be diligent in 
our efforts to provide and maintain an honest, economical, businesslike 
governmental management. With that end in view, two things are essen- 
tial: The people must not be asked to give of their earnings, in the shape 
of taxes of any sort, more than is absolutely necessary to meet the needs of 
government; and second every dollar raised for public purposes must be 
wisely expended; I might add, as a third essential, a most persistent effort 
to avoid incurring public indebtedness lest the credit of the State be need- 
lessly impaired. 


The problems of government were never so important or complex in the 
peacetime history of the world as they are today. We seem to be moving 
by leaps instead of by more or less evolutionary processes. Perhaps this 
is progress, but it is also good common sense to look carefully before we 
leap and take stock of finances. In acceptance of new programs we must 
pay attention to the fundamental rules of sound business. We must strive 
at all times that Montana maintain a balanced budget. 


I am pleased to direct your attention to the record made in this respect 
during the past two years. For the first time in twenty years, our general 
fund was in balance over a period of nearly eighteen months. It is only 
slightly off now, as I shall instantly show, but new demands continually 
threaten this condition. We are on thin ice. It is up to you to see that 
we do not break through. 


I crave your indulgence while I briefly present to you comparative 
figures relating to the State’s financial situation. 


The overdraft of the general fund on January 1, 1935, was $1,770,- 
205.78. On January 1, 1937, the overdraft was $944,571.08. That was the 
date upon which the present administration took over the reins of gov- 
ernment. 


On January 1, this year, the overdraft was $566,000, but this does not 
take into account the sum of $411,000 in specially impounded funds held 
in the treasury. With this deducted, the instant deficit in the general 
fund is but $155,000. We hope this will be wiped out by receipts now in 
process of collection and transmission to the treasurer. 


Incidentally, I strongly urge that these impounded funds, amounting 
to $411,000, be forthwith transferred to the general fund by appropriate 
legislative action, and I might suggest that a portion of it be the substance 
of your Appropriation Bill Number One. 


This satisfactory condition of our state finances has been achieved in 
the face of the facts that we have, during the past two calendar years, 
paid off the $944,571.03 of outstanding warrants evidencing the overdraft 
of two years ago and $3,085,952.75 in principal and interest of our bonded 
indebtedness. These things have been accomplished notwithstanding all the 
new burdens that have been voluntarily assumed and those which have 
been thrust upon us with the changing conditions with which all are familiar. 
Chief of these new burdens is the extraordinary expenditures required of 
the Public Welfare Commission. 


_. Further, to give you an accurate picture of the State’s financial con- 
_ dition, I desire to set before you the present indebtedness which is as follows: 


There are outstanding at the present time capitol building, educational 
institution, highway and special project bonds in the sum of $9,137,224.25. 
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I especially call your attention to the status of the capitol building bonds, a 
matter which I suggest should receive your attention. Of the total amount 
of these bonds, $576,177.00, the principal in the sum of $418,000 and de- 
faulted interest in the sum of $50,000 will be due and payable in April of 
this year, and another $100,000 will be payable a year later. I recommend 
that provisions be made whereby these bonds may be refunded at a lower 
rate of interest and at least the accrued interest now in default be paid. 


Proceeding further with an analysis of the state’s bonded indebtedness, 
it may be stated that the highway debenture bonds now outstanding in the 
sum of $1,290,000 are being regularly retired from proceeds of the gasoline 
tax and that the special project bonds in the sum of $2,589,000 issued for 
the construction of buildings at the various units of the Greater University 
of Montana, are secured by special income funds and by the land grants to 
those institutions. 


Then, in the final analysis, our outstanding bonds, the liquidation of 
which must be charged against the revenues collected under the general 
tax laws of the state, amount to but $4,282,000. 


You will have placed before you the budget prepared by the State 
Budget Commission. It will be found to contain requests from the heads 
of institutions, departments, boards and commissions in a total sum which 
is greatly in excess of the anticipated revenues of the state for the biennium 
for which appropriations will be made. Whenever we have felt increases 
justified, we have so indicated. In several instances, however, we have 
chosen to submit to you the requests without recommendations leaving to 
your collective judgment, formed after exhaustive investigations by your 
proper committees, the task of determining not only what is proper but 
also how much it is possible to allot to each of the state agencies and still 
observe the explicit constitutional provision that no more than the antici- 
fated revenues shall be appropriated,—this you must not do. 


I told the Assembly in my inaugural address two years ago that I 
would drive for substantial reduction in state levies against real property 
with the hope that in the end it could be entirely eliminated. And now I 
report to you that an average reduction of 1% mills on the total state tax- 
able valuation was effected this last calendar year, and that it reflected to 
the total extent of over $500,000 on the taxpayers’ receipts last fall, and 
that every taxpayer received his proportionate benefit. This amounted to 
a benefit of approximately $1.00 for every man, woman and child in the 
state. . 


I realize that whenever an apparently impelling need appears, there is 
always the temptation to seek about for additional revenues to meet that 
need. In this connection, I am constrained to say that the imposition of 
more taxes upon any of the property in the state is a matter for the most 
serious consideration. It has become an accepted fact that property tax 
levies of every description can, and frequently are, raised to the point of 
diminishing return. We have had thousand of instances here in Montana 
which confirm the validity of this theory. Taxes assessed against farm 
and pasture lands and other forms of real estate have been so high that 
owners of such property in all too many instances have had no option 
other than to permit them to become delinquent and cause loss of their 
property. In order that there may be no misunderstanding of my own 
position, I here assert that I shall not approve any measure increasing 
taxes on real property and would be most grateful if I could be given an 
opportunity to approve further reductions in that field of taxation, to the 
ultimate end that real estate taxes for state purposes be eliminated. 


I shall go further and point out that all businessmen, in addition to 
those owning and using real property, are at present being taxed at figures 
which could easily be increased to the point of diminishing returns. I do 


not now recall any Montana business, large or small, against which higher ~ 


levies can be made without imposing burdens which might easily be a 
hindrance to progressive enterprise. In the family of “little businessmen” 
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I can go you one further, for in this class I can recall many who would be 
compelled to liquidate if any additional levies were placed upon them. They 
are among the “forgotten man” in the field of taxation. 


You may explore and I believe it is your duty to explore any field of 
taxation not now being cultivated, for the purpose of discovering new 
sources of revenue required to meet the new demands made upon us by our 
progressive social development, having in mind at all times the primary 
necessity of conserving in every possible way the funds already available 
in order that they may serve the largest possible number of needs in the 
most adequate manner. 


A comparatively recent development which has become a matter of 
major concern in determining the size of governmental budgets is that 
which calls upon the state to provide an adequate system of social security. 
The ancient query: “Am I my brother’s keeper?” has been answered in an 
emphatic affirmative by the American people and they are making a deter- 
mined effort to justify their answer by their works. The federal govern- 
ment and the various state governments have undertaken to assume the 
obligation of providing, not merely a miserable existence, but comfortable 
subsistence for the aged and the unfortunate. Montana in common with 
her sister states, has set up an organization for this purpose. 


The Montana Unemployment Compensation Commission program—com- 
monly known as job insurance—becomes effective the first of next July 
and provides means of protection in the future for those unfortunate enough 
to lose their jobs. More than 100,000 Montana men and women now have 
this protection and, for them, July first will mark a new era in the domain 
of social and economic security. 


All workers do not have this protection; only those who have earned 
the right will be eligible to draw benefits. Only those who work for cov- 
ered employers can earn this right. There is no charity in the program. 


More than five million dollars, contributed by employers, will be avail- 
able in the trust fund collected by the Commission and this will pay its 
own way. The Unemployment Compensation Commission, in the interest 
of simplification and liberalization has recommended certain amendments 
to the law. Should these win your approval, they will make the Montana 
law the most generous in the nation. I commend your careful consideration 
of these proposals; keeping in mind that the Social Security Board at 
Washington advances administrative costs and retains the right to pass on 
all changes. 


The Public Welfare Commission is vested with the duty of providing 
for the needs of the aged and the unemployed not covered by the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation law, the needy blind, crippled and dependent children, 
and other unfortunate members of our social order. The demands made 
upon this Commission have been extremely heavy during the last calendar 
year. There appears little likelihood that the total sum needed, made up 
by the thousands of demands, will diminish during the next biennium. And 
there is always the possibility that much of the assistance afforded by 
federal agencies may be curtailed, thus throwing an increased burden upon 
the State. Regardless of all other necessities, we cannot escape this solemn 
obligation founded as it is upon the most compelling instinct of humanitar- 
ianism. I fix no definite amount, by way of recommendation, for your con- 
sideration, feeling that your appropriate committees, following a thorough 
investigation of the subject, will be able to arrive at conclusions which can 
be submitted with ample supporting data to the two branches of this 
Assembly. 


I earnestly commend for your consideration the advisability of providing 
that all public monies received by the state from whatever sources, except 
where otherwise provided by constitutional mandate and designed to be- 
come portions of established trust funds, be deposited to the credit of the 
general fund of the state and withdrawn in pursuance of appropriations 
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made by the Legislative Assembly. This will make for the simplification of 
the State’s financial operations and lessen the possibilities of wastage by 
misapplication of public funds. 


During the past ten years there have been many millions of acres of 
land taken off the tax rolls of the State and there still remain some three 
million acres off the rolls. Its average annual assessed valuation during 
this period has been $20,460,000; however, there is attached to this a greater 
loss than that measured by dollars and cents, namely, the fact that the 
individual owners found themselves bankrupt and in many instances were 
compelled to resort to the relief rolls of some kind, and in all too many 
cases they are still there. This was occasioned primarily by the improper 
use of these lands. 


I am sure these unfortunate people, in this position by no fault of 
their own, will maintain themselves and their families if we can find ways 
and means to get them started; therefore, rehabilitation is one of the great- 
est questions confronting this Assembly and myself at this instant. I have 
set out to accomplish this purpose and at the same time and in the same 
way to help the entire State and all of its people. In doing so I am mind- 
ful that the loss of $20,460,000 assessed value was not the State’s only 
loss; this was secondary to the fact that these particular farmers lost all 
their worldly possessions. 


Tax records of the State disclose that one acre of irrigated land has 
an average tax production equalling six acres of other agricultural and 
grazing lands. Now, in order to recover the assessed valuation lost, and in 
order to recover it from the earth itself and at the same time not increase 
any existing tax, we must put 500,000 new acres under irrigation. This is 
what I started out to do when I was sworn into office two years ago today, 
and now I am glad to report progress to this Legislative Assembly. 


By the energy and the activities of the State Water Conservation 
Board we have already placed new land under irrigation and have pro- 
vided supplemental water supply, which will be completed for use this 
year, for a total of lands in excess of three hundred thousand acres, half 
of which is new to irrigation. That is to say, we have recouped about one- 
third of the land tax loss. 


In order that you may know my aim in this respect I will say that 
it is my hope and the hope and ambition of the Water Conservation Board 
that during the remainder of my administration we furnish water for 
irrigation of the additional two-thirds of the new land necessary to replace 
the annual $20,460,000 land assessment loss; and permit me further to say 
that we hope to replace at some taxable value and at a great benefit to the 
people and the state, the three million acres now off the tax rolls, for 
it is our plan and ambition to make that three million acres beneficially 
available under our grass conservation program, as an aid and supplement 
to the irrigated lands, for livestock pasture and range purposes. In that 
way we will rehabilitate not only the lands and the people first affected but 
also the livestock industry, thereby balancing the operations of the water 
conservation program with the grass conservation program. Not only is 
it important to place these lands back on an earning basis and add the half 
million acres of irrigated lands to our tax rolls, but it is equally important 
to make it possible for our people, agriculturally and livestock-minded, to 
progress on these lands and at the same time bring a new wealth to the 
State amounting to more than twenty million dollars per year. This antici- 
pation is premised upon findings by the Department of the Interior based 
upon its study and experience over a period of years through the Bureau 
of Irrigation and Reclamation which has recently issued a statement to the 
effect that every acre of irrigated lands in areas like Montana produces 
an average of forty dollars of new wealth each year. 


By this Assembly joining with us in this dependable and permanent 
form of relief we can within the next biennium bring to Montana this addi- 


tional new wealth, which, after all is said, is only secondary to the objective, 
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for primarily it will revive the morale of our citizenry as it will relieve 
those affected from the unfortunate necessity of any kind of state or federal 
relief and go a long way in solving the permanent relief and economic 
problems of the State for all time to come. 


So, I urge you, Ladies and Gentlemen of this Assembly, to go along 
with us on this already tested and established program of water conserva- 
tion for use upon the land and this grass conservation program for use in 
the production of our livestock to the end that we bring Montana back to 
its own, and thence proceed to greater and better things. A majority of 
the profits from the Liquor Control Board could be put to no better use 
than to aid in these accomplishments. 


I would suggest that, at the earliest possible time in the course of 
your deliberations, regular or special committees be empowered to pursue 
thorough and painstaking inquiries into the operations of all state govern- 
mental activities. I invite a visit and investigation of each state institu- 
tion and I particularly request a thorough examination of the physical con- 
ditions of the State Hospital at Warm Springs. The water supply at that 
institution and the fire hazard need prompt attention and without the 
approval of this Assembly proper facilities in this respect cannot be had. 


It is my special request that the functions of each board, bureau and 
commission which comes directly under the jurisdiction of the Governor 
be known and understood by you. With this idea in mind and in view of the 
large sums of public money involved in their transactions, I welcome your 
bodies and yourselves individually to examine all activities of the Liquor 
Control Board, the Highway Commission, the Public Welfare Board and 
the Water Conservation Board. 


I suggest that you refer to the message which I delivered from this 
rostrum two years ago and take note of the pledges therein made. I sin- 
cerely believe that you will find that considering the conditions then exist- 
ing and those which have developed this intervening biennium, all of those 
pledges have been kept so far as humanly possible. And I am sure that 
an examination of the affairs of my administration will develop the fact 
that I have in no way abused any authority or confidence reposed in me by 
the previous Assembly. Two years ago the Legislature joined me in a re- 
organization program for efficiency and economy and among other things 
and at my request it passed an act giving the Governor complete authority 
over his appointive departments. This Act I requested as a temporary 
measure for use as long as necessary. Your inquiries into the departments 
will prove the wisdom of that legislation. I immediately set out to effect 
that purpose and we have gone a long way toward that end; however, in 
some instances it is not completed because we have found that numerous 
revisions of existing statutes will be necessary to permit efficient operation 
in several departments. Suggestions for correction of the administrative 
ills will be submitted to you during the progress of your session. In order 
to accomplish what I have started out to do, I solicit your continued coopera- 
tion and ask that that law be continued in effect for the next biennium, by 
which time I hope to have accomplished the objectives of efficiency and econ- 
omy, and I trust that a repeal of this Act, effective at that time, may be had. 


I have observed that at previous Legislative Sessions, State officers, 
both elective and appointive, and their assistants, deputies and employees, 
have spent entirely too much time on the floors of the chambers of the 
Legislative Assembly and in lobbying among the members, all of which 
has retarded legislative progress and deterred efficient state service on 
the part of those neglecting their own duties to follow this unnecessary 
practice. 


All department heads, institution heads, and all bureaus, boards and 
commissions appointed by me, and all their subordinate officers and em- 
ployees have been and are now by this message again instructed to refrain 
from this practice. They are being paid by the taxpayers of the State to 
discharge the duties of the offices and positions to which they were ap- 
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pointed and should and must devote their time and attention to their regu- 
lar work and not bother or disturb you in the discharge of your duties. 


However, they have all been instructed and are now again instructed 
that their time is yours when called upon and that they must respond to 
any and all requests made upon them by your bodies, and in such event 
they shall furnish you with all information and data possible, and aid you 
in every way that you may require. 


I bespeak for you a harmonious Session, marked by earnest endeavor 
to serve only the highest welfare of the people of our great State, and I 
pledge you every aid that I can render to make your labors pleasant and of 
constructive benefit to our beloved Commonwealth. May a Divine provi- 
dence guide and keep us steadfast in these important duties. 


It was moved by Senator Plank, duly seconded and carried, that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to escort his Excellency, the Governor, to his 
chambers. Whereupon the following were appointed: Senators Tierney and 
Ecton and Representatives Stromnes, Watson and Padbury. 


It was moved by Senator Plank, duly seconded and carried, that five 
hundred copies of the Governor’s message be printed and available for 
Members of the Assembly. 


It was moved by Senator Plank, duly seconded and carried, that the 
Joint Session dissolve and the Senate retire to its chambers.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following bill was introduced, read first and second time and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Revenue and Taxation: 


House Bill No. 1, introduced by Siegling: A Bill for an Act entitled: 
“An Act relating to gambling games and gambling devices; providing for 
the operation thereof under license; providing for certain license fees and 
the use of the money obtained therefrom; prohibiting minors from playing 
and loitering about such games; designating the penalties for violations of 
the provisions thereof; and other matters properly relating thereto.” 


By unanimous consent of the House the following bill was introduced, 
without notice, read first and second time at length and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations:

REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE AND 
REMISSION OF FINES, 1937-1938 


Pardons 


F. C. NEILSON—Cascade County; grand larceny; sentenced September 
14, 1917; six to twelve years. A pardon was granted to prevent deportation 
of this man. He served his full time in the State Prison. Has become a 
substantial resident of Portland Oregon, and has raised a family of three 
children. Pardon recommended by officials and many citizens of Portland. 
Pardon granted April 9, 1937. 


HAROLD W. ANDERSON—Gallatin County; receiving stolen property; 
six months in jail; December 19, 1936. Doctor’s reports that this young man 
was gravely ill and in danger of death necessitated his removal from jail 
so that he could obtain better care in order to save his life. Many promi- 
nent citizens and county officials recommended the pardon, which was 
granted May 5, 1987. 


THOMAS J. RILEY—Silver Bow County; murder; sentenced to life; 
May 23, 1898. Many friends of this man petitioned me to grant executive 
clemency. Riley was in a very bad physical condition and at best had but a 
few years of life remaining. No objections were offered by any of the 
officials or citizens. Pardon granted August 7, 1937. 


FREDERICK A. PRIME—Silver Bow County; attempted rape; sen- 
tenced to one year; July 16, 1915. This man served his full time and since his 
release has made a place for himself in business and fraternal life. Many 
substantial citizens of Silver Bow County presented affidavits in this man’s 
behalf. Pardon granted to prevent deportation, October 28, 1937. 


WALLACE CANTRELL—Roosevelt County; assault in the first degree; 
sentenced to ten years; July 25, 1934. This young man is a ward of the Fort 
Peck Indian Reservation. The Superintendent of the Reservation offered 
to act as Cantrell’s guardian upon his release. All officials recommended 
clemency. Behavior and attitude during his imprisonment proved that 
further incarceration was unnecessary. Conditional pardon granted October 
2, 9a: 


BERNARD WHITE—Big Horn County; forgery, two counts; two years 
and one year, concurrent; November 16, 19386. This boy was subject to de- 
portation to Scotland where he had neither relatives nor friends. Had served 
his full sentence. State Juvenile Commissioner of North Dakota intervened 
in his behalf and offered to act as his guardian until he had reached ma- 
jority. No objections by any officials. Pardon granted January 12, 1938. 


ARTHUR COOPER—Cascade County; grand larceny; sentenced to one 
to two years; August 16, 1987. Cooper served his full time. Has been a 
resident of Washington since his release. Is endeavoring to secure United 
States citizenship. Pardon necessary before final papers can be granted. 


Recommended by many substantial citizens. Pardon granted September 22, 
1938. 


EMMETT SHANDY—Powell County; grand larceny; seven years; No- 
vember 19, 19387. During subsequent trial in this same case it developed 
that no crime was committed, therefore a pardon was necessary to free 
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this man who was serving sentence for a crime which was legally never 
committed. Pardon granted October 20, 1938. 


WILLIAM LEFORE—Lewis and Clark County; robbery; sentenced to 
nine years; May 23, 1934. Served full term. Recommended by many citi- 
zens of his home community. Subject to deportation to Canada. Pardoned 
December 9, 1938. 


PERFECTO HIGUERA—Yellowstone County; forgery; November 1, 
1938; sentenced to two years. In extremely serious condition because of 
tuberculosis and syphilis. Prison had no facilities for isolation. Great dan- 
ger of infecting the entire prison population. Pardoned December 9, 1938. 


Commutations 


DONALD S. GREEN—Fergus County; robbery; sentenced to ten years; 
April 5, 1986. Sentence first reduced by Governor Holt to five years 
because of mitigating circumstances. This boy’s character and recommend- 
ations from officials and citizens caused me to further reduce the sentence 
so that he could be released on parole in care of his father. Sentence 
commuted to three and one-half years, January 5, 1937. 


JOHN A. FOX—Phillips County; murder, second degree; ten to twenty 
years; March 1, 1928. Fox was 75 years old; had served over nine years of 
his sentence. Circumstances surrounding his crime and his behavior while 
imprisoned were such that time served was thought to be sufficient. 
Widely recommended by citizens of his locality. Sentence commuted to 
fifteen years, April 28, 1937. 


HENRY C. HEDRICK—Lake County; rape; sentenced to ninety-nine 
years; October 10, 1935. Doctor’s report and subsequent investigation of 
facts surrounding case proved that proper charge should have been lewd and 
lascivious acts and not rape. Sentence greatly excessive for actual crime 
committed. Commuted to four years, April 28, 1937. 


HAROLD B. MITCHELL—Meagher County; burglary, first degree; 
sentenced to four years; December 6, 1934. Due to number of recommenda- 
tions from citizens of county and intervention of prosecuting attorney and 
sheriff; and the great need of his family, sentence commuted to three years 
August 2, 1937. 


JOE MANOS—Fergus County; murder, second degree; sentenced to 
twenty years; March 26, 1932. Mitigating circumstances in crime made 
sentence excessive. Clemency recommended by citizens and county officials. 
Sentence commuted to ten years, August 7, 1937. 


FRANK GAVARD—Lewis and Clark County; assault, first degree; 
sentenced to five years; December 26, 19385. Facts in case bear out con- 
tention that there was some justification in his act. Clemency recommended 
by prosecuting attorney and deputy. Sentence commuted to three and one- 
half years, October 1, 1937. 


WALTER LUTZ—Yellowstone County; robbery; sentenced to ten years; 
September 4, 1934. Strongly recommended by prison officials. Personal 
observation of him led to favorable opinion. Trusty at prison for many 
months with comparative freedom; made no attempt to escape. Sentence 
commuted to five years, October 29, 1937. 


CLAIRE NELSON—Daniels County; grand larceny; sentenced to three 
years; November 19, 1936. Prisoner’s changed mental attitude toward 
society, realization of his obligations to his family and behavior while im- 
prisoned led to belief that time served was sufficient. Sentence commuted 
to one year, October 30, 19387. 


HAROLD A. SAYER—Prairie County; arson, first degree; sentenced 
to two and one-half years March 22, 1937. Judge and prosecuting attorney 
earnestly recommend clemency because they feel minimum sentence is 
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excessive in this case. Sentence commuted to one and one-half years, De- 
cember 3, 1937. 


ALECK STEINMETZ—Big Horn County; manslaughter; sentenced to 
five years; November 12, 1936. Investigation of facts surrounding case 
point to self defense. No objections offered by authorities or citizens. 
Sentence commuted to two years, December 138, 1987. 


JAMES FARNUM—Park County; murder; sentenced to life; November 
25, 1928. Information received subsequent to conviction led judge and other 
officials connected with the case to petition me for clemency for this man. 
Sentence commuted to eighteen years, December 18, 1937. 


JACK O’CONNOR—Yellowstone County; burglary; sentenced to ten 
years; July 1, 19385. Recommendation of Judge and prosecuting attorney 
for clemency, sentence excessive. Commuted to five years, December 15, 
1937. 


JAMES COOPER—Yellowstone County; sale of narcotics; sentenced to 
five years and fined $1000.00, October 18, 19385. Judge and prosecuting 
attorney recommended commutation and remission of fine because they felt 
that minimum sentence was excessive. Commuted four years December 15, 
1937. 


BRYANT BARKER—Deer Lodge County; rape; sentenced to seven 
years; April 10, 1935. Sentence excessive in view of facts surrounding 
case. Officials and reputable citizens of community in favor of commuta- 
tion. Sentence commuted to five and one-half years, January 31, 1938. 


GILBERT SEMMENS—Gallatin County; grand larceny; sentenced to 
two years; December 21, 1936. In view of reasonable doubt regarding this 
young man’s guilt, Acting Governor Hugh Adair commuted his sentence 
to sixteen months, February 24, 19388. Public sentiment favorable to this 
action in both Gallatin County and Silver Bow County, home of Semmens. 


J. A. ROSS—Beaverhead County; burglary, first degree; sentenced to 
five years; March 21, 1986. All officials in connection with the case favor- 
able to commutation. Partner in the crime received only three years when 
equally as guilty as Ross. Family in very difficult circumstances. Sen- 
tence commuted to three years and ten months, March 22, 1938. 


VAUDIE MOODY—Valley County; robbery; sentenced to five years; 
June 12, 1936. Commutation especially recommended by warden because 
of his exemplary behavior and character. Sentence commuted to three years 
and nine months. March 21, 1938. 


CLAUD SPECK—Cascade County; manslaughter; sentenced to ten 
years; November 26, 1934. Fine behavior while imprisoned and previous 
good character. Time served sufficient. Excellent chance for rehabilitation. 
Sentence commuted to eight years, May 23, 1938. 


CLARENCE MYHRE—Fallon County; rape; sentenced to fifty years; 
November 18, 1982. Sentence excessive. Recommended by great many 
residents of his community. Excellent character before imprisonment and 
very good behavior during incarceration. No objections to clemency. 
Sentence commuted to eleven years, May 28, 1938. 


EDITH HOFFMAN MARSH—Toole County; robbery; three years; 
November 18, 1987. County officials interceded in her behalf because of 
the fact that she was about to become a mother. Time served accomplished 
end of full sentence. Commuted to one year, June 4, 19388. 


ED STEFFES—Wheatland County; grand larceny; sentenced to six 
years; September 9, 1936. Judge, prosecuting attorney, sheriff and warden 
‘interceded in his behalf; sentence excessive. Very good name prior to 
imprisonment and excellent behavior while imprisoned. Sentence commuted 
to three and one-half years, June 13, 1938. 
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MARVIN JOHNSON—Valley County; attempt to commit rape; sen- 
tenced to ten years; July 11, 1935. Proper charge is assault and not 
attempted rape, therefore sentence is excessive. Recommended by both 


officials and residents of community. Sentence commuted to seven years, 
August 25, 1938. 


LLOYD KURTH—Cascade County; embezzlement; sentenced to five 
years; April 28, 1986. Recommended by many citizens of Great Falls, offi- 
cials have no objections. Family in destitute condition. Time served has 
accomplished purpose of conviction. Sentence commuted to two years, 
August 24, 1938. 


CHARLES HILDERMAN—Big Horn County; grand larceny; sentenced 
to three years and sentence suspended. Probation revoked April 12, 1938. 
Judge very strongly recommended commutation of this man’s sentence 
because of the facts surrounding the case. Sentence commuted to one 
years, September 20, 1938. 


CHARLES JAMES—Sweet Grass County; murder, first degree; sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment; December 17, 1980.

REPORT 
Hon. Roy E. Ayers, 


Governor of Montana, 
Helena, Montana. 


Your Excellency: 
Your Commission appointed to study occupational diseases in the 
State of Montana, pursuant to Senate Joint Resolution No. 6 of the 
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Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana of 19387, herewith files its 
report and recommendations on occupational diseases. 


Funds were not provided to carry out the work of the Commission. 
and the members proceeded with their investigation solely at private 
expense. The Commission held hearings at Billings, Great Falls, Helena, 
Philipsburg, Anaconda and Butte. These localities were selected as being 
the most probable places in which occupational diseases might be found.. 
These hearings were given publicity by means of news stories and by 
advertisements in the local papers immediately preceding each meeting.. 
In addition to the news items and advertising matter, the individual 
members of the Commission invited various labor organizations and groups. 
of employers throughout the State to be present at the hearings and to 
give evidence relating to occupational diseases, particularly the following:

The following is a brief review of the main facts developed and the 
principal matters discussed at each of the meetings held by the Commission: 


The Billings Meeting: The Billings meeting was held on November 
25th, 1988, and was devoted principally to the taking of testimony regarding: 
conditions in the coal mining industry in Eastern Montana. No specific 
case of silicosis or other occupational disease was brought to the attention 
of the Commission at this hearing. There was evidence of a few cases of 
asthma which the miners thought might be due to their occupation. 
Suggestions were made at that meeting which, if carried out, would result: 
in added security against accident and disease for those engaged in coal 
mining. 


The Great Falls Meeting: On November 28th, 1938, a hearing was 
had at Great Falls; this was attended by the representatives of the Mine, 
Mill and Smeltermen’s Union, and by the operating heads of the smelter 
and refinery. The representatives of the employers and employees of the 
Northern Montana coal mines also attended the meeting. Some complaint 
was made of dust in the smelter and in the coal mines, but no specific case 
of silicosis arising either in the coal mining or smelting industry were 
presented at this meeting. Neither was there any evidence produced 
showing any occupational diseases arising out of employment in Great 
Falls or vicinity. Further improvement in working conditions in the coal 
mines and at the smelter were suggested. These improvements having 
in mind the further control of dust in working places. 


The Helena Meeting: On November 30, 1938, your Commission held 
_its meeting at Helena. The testimony there related principally to conditions 
in the East Helena smelter, and showed that the East Helena smelter had 
done and was doing everything within reason to safeguard its employees: 
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against injury and disease. While no specific evidence was given of 
occupational disease arising in that industry, yet it was recognized that 
a hazard existed against which it was necessary to take precautions. 
The plant physician told of periodical tests to determine how lead fumes 
affected men’s health and of the adoption of a system by which men 
showing a certain amount of lead absorption were moved to other depart- 
ments where there could be no further absorption of such fumes. At this 
meeting the Secretary-Treasurer of the Montana Woolgrowers Association 
appeared to protest against including anthrax in the Montana Workmen’s | 
Compensation Act as an occupational disease. Figures were produced 
showing that but two cases of the disease occurred in Montana in the last 
15 years, the last one being in November, 19388, and none occurring where 
employees were operating under the Compensation Law. 


A statement was made to the effect that an ex-miner who is now 
sixty-four years old and has worked in quartz mines upwards of thirty-five 
years is afflicted with silicosis. 


The Philipsburg Meeting: The Philipsburg hearing was held De- 
cember Ist, 1938, in the courthouse. This center was decided upon by 
the Commission as one being representative of the smaller mining camps, 
it being thought that something might be learned as to the prevalence of 
dry drilling and lack of proper drys or change houses. A representative 
of the Philipsburg miners union told in a general way of conditions in that 
camp. Within the last few years, drys have been constructed within a 
reasonable distance of the mine entries and dry drilling has been eliminated. 
In regard to silicosis, he was of the opinion that some of the Philipsburg 
miners were affected by this disease, but that the mines in that district 
were comparatively shallow in depth and that the hazard did not exist 
to the extent that it does in the larger mining camps. Noon blasting was, 
in his opinion, the greatest factor in creating high atmospheric dust 
concentrations and he stated that this practice was used entirely too much 
in that district. 


Small mining operators then testified and answered questions concern- 
ing the practices and methods used in their mines. They said that the 
practice of dry drilling had been abolished and that change houses were 
located within 200 feet of the mine entries and that adequate ventilation 
was not a big problem with them because their mines were not so deep. 


Doctor Knight of Philipsburg expressed his views on silicosis and 
silicosis complicated with tuberculosis. He said that during his experience 
of many years at Philipsburg, a number of miners had been consigned to 
the Galen Sanitarium and that many of them had worked in other camps 
besides Philipsburg. He spoke of the difficulty of accurately diagnosing 
silicosis and called the Commission’s attention to the fact that if a com- 
pensation measure was contemplated, the disease or diseases included 
should be defined in such a manner as not to be confused with other diseases 
which might manifest the same symptoms. 


The Anaconda Meeting: On December 2nd, 1938, the Commission 
met at Anaconda. Representatives of the Typographical Union and of 
the Mine, Mill and Smeltermen and of the crafts, together with the 
representatives of the operators, testified at this meeting. Statistics were 
presented showing the total number of deaths among members of the 
Typographical Union in the United States for 19387; including three cases 
of cerebral lead poisoning. The representative of the Typographical Union 
stated that he knew of one case where a member of this union was disabled 
by lead poisoning in this state. Evidence presented on conditions in the 
smelting industry showed that there were some cases where the nasal 
septum was punctured by sores arising out of employment in the Arsenic 
Plant. These conditions were not shown to be disabling and were mainly 
due to the failure of the employees to use the appliances which were 
furnished to prevent these conditions. There was evidence introduced that 
former employees in the smelting industry had contracted silicosis. The 
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evidence showed also that vast sums of money had been, and were still 
being, expended in eliminating dust and reducing the hazards of the 
occupation. 


The Butte Meeting: The next meeting of the Commission was held 
at Butte on December 5th, 1936. This was devoted exclusively to working 
conditions in the mines and to the question of the prevalence of silicosis 
in the mining industry. The evidence tended to show that in former years 
and before the universal adoption of wet drilling, silicosis was prevalent 
in the mining industry. The members of the Butte Miners Union presented 
twenty X-ray pictures purporting to be taken of men who worked in the 
Butte mines for varying periods. The doctor whom the Miners Union 
selected to take these pictures testified that twelve of them showed some 
evidence of silica dust in the lungs—-one of them being decidedly an 
advanced case of silicosis. The pictures were then submitted to a group 
of three other doctors all of whom agreed that only one of the pictures 
showed silicosis, and that was of a subject who had mined for many 
years before wet drilling became the universal practice in the Butte 
mines. Dr. Mondloch who, as a physician for the Anti-Tuberculosis Society, 
has specialized in diseases of the lungs in the Butte district and who is at 
present County Physician of Silver Bow County, was one of the three 
doctors selected to review these pictures. His selection was made by the 
committee from the Miners Union and he expressed the opinion of the 
doctors present as to what these pictures showed in the following language: 
“Out of the whole group, we have only one—everyone will admit—only one 
typical silicosis.” 


These matters, together with the fact that the records at Galen dis- 
closed that no one afflicted with silicosis has entered that institution with 
a mining record which began since wet drilling was put into effect, convince 
the majority of your Commission that the vast sums of money expended 
for the elimination and control of dust in the Butte mines have produced 
safe working conditions, and that the silicosis hazard has been eliminated. 


Summary and Recommendations: Until such time as it is shown 
that Anthrax and radium poisoning exist in Montana these diseases 
should not be considered in the schedule of occupational diseases in this 
state. The Commission has not had sufficient time to study poisoning by 
lead, mercury, zinc, arsenic, or phosphorus, in their preparations or com- 
pounds, to warrant making a report on the same. Carbon monoxide 
poisoning has not been considered or investigated yet by the Commission. 
No case of disability or death from these causes was presented to your 
Commission. 


In making a study of silicosis it becomes evident that it is a disease 
which can be controlled and in time eliminated as an industrial hazard. 
The disease is said to be caused by the inhaling of silica dust into the 
lungs which starts a chemical action which in time causes a fibrotic 
growth in the lungs. The development of the disease is of a slow 
continuous growth, covering many years. Science has not discovered a 
cure for silicosis, although some doctors: claim that if taken in time and 
the worker secures work at some other occupation which is healthful, 
takes care of himself and lives right, the development of the disease can 
be stopped and the victim live out the life expectancy. 


Men can work in mines that have silica dust for five or ten years and 
longer before becoming victims of silicosis, and after acquiring the disease 
work for ten or fifteen years before they are aware that they are afflicted. 
There appears to be little, if any, deaths directly caused by silicosis. The 
patient dies of some other ailment, such as heart disease, and hardening 
of the arteries, aggravated by silicosis. 


In general, there are three ways to prevent silicosis. First, by 
preventing the creation of silica dust. Second, by preventing the dispersion 
of dust into the atmosphere of a working area. Third, if it is impossible 
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to apply the first two methods, by the use of personal protective equipment, 
such as respirators, to prevent the inhalation of dust. 


In 1924, the Anaconda Mining Company commenced a campaign to 
control the dust hazard in the mines of Butte and reduce it to a minimum. 
Wet drilling was put in operation to prevent dust floating into the air 
from drilling, and an extensive system of distributing fresh air into the 
mines was installed. This campaign has continued ever since. In this 
way the dust hazard has been reduced until, according to a Bureau of 
Mines survey by Dr. Carlton Brown of the U. S. Bureau of Mines, made 
in 1986 and 1937, the average dust count was 2,200,000 particles per cubic 
foot, while the U. S. Department of Labor at that time claimed that the 
danger point was not reached until the highly silicious dust particles 
reach 5,000,000 particles per cubic foot, (Bulletin No. 13 U. S. Department 
of Labor, National Silicosis Conference, February 3, 19387, page 8) and 
should be kept below 5 million particles per cubic foot. 


It would be impossible to say how many miners working in the mines 
of Butte have silicosis unless every miner had an X-ray taken of his 
lungs. Then, probably only those who may be in the third stage would 
be determined to have the disease. Therefore, no one knows how many 
miners are afflicted, whom they were employed by, when stricken, whether 
it was in Butte, some other mine in Montana outside of Butte, or whether 
outside of Montana or the United States. Then the general physical 
condition of each man, as well as the X-ray of the lungs, would be a 
determining factor. 


The subject of compensation for victims of silicosis is one that must 
be given careful and extensive consideration. The Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion laws of the country are based on the theory that industry should take 
care of its injured. However, with silicosis, it is hard to determine the 
question as to which employer is responsible. Should a man who contracted 
silicosis in some other state outside of Montana, or the United States, 
receive the benefits of a Montana industrial disease law? Such a thing 
might be humanitarian but hardly practical, or equitable. Yet there are 
men suffering from silicosis in Montana, with a working record covering 
other states and countries, who undoubtedly could not prove when or where 
they acquired the disease. To take care of the present victims of silicosis 
in Montana who are incapacitated so that they are unable to work, we 
recommend that the same be made eligible for benefits under the Social 
Security Act and that the legislature memoralize Congress to extend grants 
to states to aid in giving such persons necessary aid. 


Those who are afflicted with silicosis, who are in the early stages of 
the same, who are not incapacitated, and desire a change of occupation 
in order that the progress of the disease may be stopped, should be taken 
care of by the Bureau of Rehabilitation of the State until such time as 
they have been established in a new occupation or undertaking. 


The question of compensation for occupational diseases is being much 
discussed throughout the country, especially compensation for silicosis. Our 
sympathy is with the victims of occupational diseases, but the problem is 
how to secure legislation that will compensate the sufferer of the disease 
without a possible reaction that will do an injury to the victims or to those 
engaged in the industries who are not afflicted. 


Occupational disease compensation means a physical examination for 
all working in the industry, and those who are afflicted with an occupa- 
tional disease will, in all likelihood, be barred from work. Not only will! 
workers suffering from silicosis be X-rayed, but the general physical condi- 
tion of the worker will be considered; if he is not robust, then he stands 
a chance of being discharged or refused employment. The age limit will, 
in all likelihood, be enforced, as many employers consider age an increased 
risk. All this has been the experience of workers in other states that 
have the occupational disease compensation. In some states which have 
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recently enacted laws for compensation of victims of industrial diseases, 
a shameful, ruthlessness was experienced by the workers who were dis- 
charged from their jobs on account of impaired health. 


Physical examinations will likely be made of workers at stated intervals 
in certain industries, and those who are suspected of having symptoms of 
an occupational disease may lose their jobs for the reason that they become 
an occupational disease liability to the employer, while the worker may 
never know the cause of his dismissal. 


Care must be taken in drafting a Compensation Act so that there is 
no kick-back on the workers in the affected industries. The greatest good 
to the greatest number should be the end desired. 


Until a thorough study of occupational diseases in this state is made 
a real method of compensating the victims of these diseases cannot be 
formulated. 


Prevention and elimination of the causes of industrial diseases should 
be carried forward vigorously, as prevention and elimination is preferable 
to compensation. Prevention of industrial diseases must be made general 
to be successful. Therefore, we recommend that a law be enacted creating 
the Department of Industrial Hygiene of the State Board of Health, giving 
the Department power to investigate industrial diseases and making rules 
to enforce sanitary working conditions. A working draft of a Bill to 
create such a Department accompanies this report. 


As this Commission has not had sufficient time to make a complete 
study of occupational diseases, their cause and prevention, we suggest that 
the Commission be continued two years longer and have an opportunity 
to work with the proposed Department of Industrial Hygiene in an effort 
to work out a program for the prevention and elimination of industrial 
diseases, and the compensation of the victims of such diseases. 


In conclusion, we recommend to all employers and employees that 
they co-operate in an earnest endeavor to eradicate industrial diseases in 
this state and further, that they put on a campaign of safety first to 
reduce the number of industrial accidents.

I concur in the report and recommendations of the majority above set 
forth except as to the summary of the proceedings had at the hearings 
held in Helena, Anaconda and Butte, and as to these hearings I desire to 
supplement the report by giving my version of the testimony submitted 
at those hearings: 


The Helena Meeting: The Helena hearing was held on November 
30th, 1988, at the courthouse. Miss Kathleen Nielson, Secretary of the 
Montana Woolgrowers Association, offered the first testimony and that 
was in regard to Anthrax, a disease mentioned in connection with formerly 
attempted occupational disease legislation. She had a prepared statement 
which stated, among other things, that there had been only two cases of 
Anthrax in Montana in fifteen years and that these two cases were not 
cecntracted in handling wool and expressed the opinion that if occupational 
disease legislation was to be contemplated, that Anthrax should not be 
included, because, in her opinion, she could see no reason why woolgrowers 
should pay insurance premiums for a disease that did not exist. 


A representative of the employees of the East Helena smelter was 
the next to testify. He stated that he was testifying unofficially and 
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without sanction of the organization with which he was affiliated, and 
also without preparation. The testimony offered by him was along general 
lines and not specific. He seemed to be of the opinion that a health hazard 
existed in the East Helena smelter from lead fumes in the smelting and 
rock dust in the milling department of the plant. In his opinion, much 
remained to be done to entirely eliminate these evils, although during his 
13 years experience in smelter work there have been vast improvements. 


The management of the East Helena plant then testified and admitted 
that an occupational disease hazard existed in the smelting industry, and 
teld of the many things that had been done over a period of years to 
try to reduce the risk to an irreducible minimum. In this connection, the 
plant physician told of periodical examinations to determine how exposure 
to lead fumes affected the men’s health and how a system had been 
worked out whereby men having a certain amount of lead in their system, 
approaching the danger point, were transferred to another line of work. 


The Anaconda Meeting: The Anaconda hearing was held on December 
2nd, 1938, at the Anaconda courthouse. The first one to testify was a 
representative of the printing trades. He gave some national statistics 
on the incidence of lead poisoning among printers, and told of one case in 
Montana of which he had personal knowledge. He was of the opinion, 
though, that in a general way printers’ health was affected by their 
occupation. 


Anaconda smeltermen then took the stand and as evidence presented 
seven. death certificates and doctors’ statements of temporary disability, 
in all of which either the contributing cause or the direct cause of death 
or disability was given as silicosis. These certificates were taken from the 
files of the Smeltermens Union and dated back to a time when the Union 
paid sick and death benefits, which has since been discontinued. They 
told further of dust conditions in the crushing departments of the mill at 
the smelter and at the lime rock and phosphate milling plants. 


In regard to injury from arsenic, an ex-smelterman was produced, the 
septum of whose nose was perforated as a result of working in and around 
arsenic. The smeltermen stated that they had a number of men who were 
not available at the moment and who were damaged likewise. The witness 
also claimed some lung damage as a result of exposure to arsenic. 


The metal trades, represented by the iron workers and welders, testified 
that their line of work exposed them to a dust hazard, inasmuch as in 
repairing machinery or doing their work, it necessitated their cleaning off 
beams in the roof of the plants. Another case was produced as evidence, 
wherein the man displayed unusual symptoms often attributed to lead 
poisoning. In the ensuing discussion it was questioned whether or not 
his condition was occupational or due to a nervous ailment known as 
Parkinson’s disease. 


Mr. Lemmon, Assistant Superintendent of the Anaconda smelter, then 
took the stand and told of dust counts having been made during the past 
year, and using as a safe basis a count of 10 million particles per cubic 
foot, stated that in no department, except one spot where nobody worked, 
did the dust count exceed that number. He told of dust collecting systems 
which cost a considerable sum of money and which had been installed 
within recent times that went a long way toward correcting the conditions 
complained of. 


The Butte Meeting: The Butte hearing was held on December 5th, 
1938, at the courthouse and continued over to the following day. At this 
hearing, nothing was heard of any occupational disease other than silicosis. 


A representative of the Butte Miners Union was the first to testify 
and his testimony was supplemented by two others and most of which 
testimony was of a general nature, although doubtless the men spoke 
with experience. An official of the Anaconda Copper Mining Company 
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then took the stand and told of the Bureau of Mines tests conducted there 
in 1937 and which tests, according to him, tended to show that atmospheric 
dust concentrations averaged throughout the Butte mines were within 
what is considered safe limits. The ventilation engineer of the Anaconda 
Company took the stand and demonstrated and explained the devices with 
which they determine atmospheric dust counts. 


Representatives of the Butte Miners Union then submitted twenty 
X-ray pictures of miners’ chests with work histories, ranging from 4 to 
380 years, and all of which but four had worked less than fifteen years 
underground. These were explained’ by a doctor who is also an X-ray 
technician, and in his opinion, 60% of the pictures showed evidence of 
silicosis in one stage or another. None of these subjects, however, were 
submitted as disability cases but as evidence that, despite all precautions, 
there was still enough dust underground to affect the miners’ lungs to a 
certain extent. 


On the second day of the hearing, the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company made a request of the Commission that other doctors besides 
the one who took the X-rays be permitted to express their opinions. This 
request was granted by the Commission under the condition that the 
Anaconda Copper Mining’ Company could select two doctors and the 
Miners Union one more doctor in addition to their X-ray man, to be 
supplemented by the chief of the Galen institution. A date was set far 
enough in advance to notify the doctors concerned. <A brief was then 
submitted by the miners’ representatives, to which the company requested 
time to make a reply, inasmuch as they considered some of the statements 
without foundation. This request, with the permission of the miners, was 
granted, and a date set for December 138th, 1938. 


On this date, the company submitted a written statement in accordance 
with their request. On the afternoon of this date, a review was held at 
St. James Hospital of the twenty X-ray pictures submitted by the miners. 
The superintendent of the Galen institution could not be present. Hence, 
there were four doctors present, two approved by each party to the 
controversy. One of the twenty pictures was unanimously agreed to be 
definitely silicotic; eleven of the other pictures showed signs of lung 
fibrosis. Some of the other X-rays also showed a fibrosis but were dis- 
counted because of the fact that they also showed evidence of having been 
tubercular at some time or other in their life.

Introduced by 


A Bill for an Act to create a Division of Industrial Hygiene within 
the State Board of Health of Montana, defining its powers and duties, 
requiring the reporting of occupational diseases and providing for the 
inspection of all places of employment where occupational diseases may 
occur. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established within the State 
Board of Health of the State of Montana a Division of Industrial Hygiene. 
_The members of the State Board of Health shall be ex-officio members of 
such Division and the Secretary of the State Board of Health shall be 
ex-officio Secretary of said Division. 
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Section 2. The Division of Industrial Hygiene shall have the following 
powers: 


(1) To make studies of industrial hygiene and occupational disease 
problems in the industries of Montana; 


(2) To keep and maintain complete records of its studies, recom- 
mendations and other activities; 


(3) To make investigations of the sanitary conditions under which 
the men and women work in the various industries of the state; 


(4) To make and enforce regulations for the correction of unsanitary 
conditions found; 


(5) To report to the industries concerned the findings of such investi- 
gations and to work with such industries to remedy unsanitary conditions; 


(6) To employ such help as may be necessary to make the investiga- 
tions and enforce the regulations and as is justified by the appropriation. 


Section 3. The Secretary of the Division of Industrial Hygiene is 
hereby authorized and directed to design and provide suitable blanks for 
reporting occupational diseases and prepare instructions for their use, and 
to furnish them free of charge to all registered physicians, medical clinics, 
hospitals and industrial plans. 


Section 4. Whenever the Secretary of the Division of Industrial 
Hygiene receives a report that there is within the State of Montana a case 
of occupational disease, he may cause an investigation to be made to 
determine the authenticity of the report and the cause of the disease. 


Section 5. Once each year and at such other times as is deemed 
proper, the Division of Industrial Hygiene shall compile statistical sum- 
maries of all cccupational diseases reported, together with the type of 
employment leading to the occurrence of such diseases and shall disseminate 
to all employers of this state instructions and information deemed proper 
and expedient to prevent the occurrence or recurrence of occupational 
diseases. 


Section 6. Occupational diseases defined. An occupational disease, for 
the purpose of this statute, is an illness of the body which has the following 
characteristics: 


(1) It arises out of and in the course of the patient’s occupation. 


(2) It is caused by a frequently repeated or a continuous exposure 
to a substance or to a specific industrial practice which is hazardous and 
which has continued over an extended period of time. 


(3) It presents symptoms characteristic of an occupational disease 
which is known to have resulted in other cases from the same type of 
specific exposure. 


(4) It is not the result of ordinary wear and tear of industrial 
occupation or the general effect of employment or the kind of illness that 
results from contacts or activities in life outside of the patient’s occupational 
pursuits. 


Section 7. From and after the passage and approval of this act, 
every physician, hospital or clinic superintendent, and the State Coal and 
Quartz Mine Inspectors, having knowledge of a case of occupational disease 
shall, upon request of the Secretary of the Division of Industrial Hygiene 
of the State of Montana, and within ten days after such request, report 
the same to the Division of Industrial Hygiene of the State of Montana 
on a form provided by said Division, giving the name and address of the © 
patient, the name and business address of the employer or employers, the 
business of the employer, the place of the patient’s employment, the length 
of time of his employment in the place where he took ill, the nature of 
the disease, and any other information required by the Division of Industrial 
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Hygiene. All such reports and all records and data of the Division of 
Industrial Hygiene of the State of Montana pertaining to such diseases are 
hereby declared not to be public records or open to public inspection, and 
shall not be admissible as evidence in any action at law or in any hearings 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act of the State of Montana. 


Section 8. Any physician, surgeon, hospital or clinic superintendent 
in charge of a hospital or of clinic records, or any other person required 
to make such report hereunder, who shall fail to make any report required 
under the provisions of this act, or who shall wilfully make any false 
statement in such report, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars. 4 


Section 9. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 10. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

“Whenever it shall appear from reliable information satisfactory to the 
Commissioner of Labor of the State of Montana that any person, firm, 
partnership or corporation engaged in the business as mentioned in Sec- 
tion 1 hereof, and not exempt from the effect of this Act, shall have failed 
to pay any wages or salaries due his employees as required by Chapter 
264 of the Political Code of the Revised Codes of Montana for 1935, he 
shall have the right to deliver such information to the County Attorney of 
the county wherein the operations of the employer are being carried on 
and to request such County Attorney to file a complaint in the District 
Court of said county in accordance with the provisions of this Act and 
said Chapter 264. Should such complaint be filed by the County Attorney 
upon his own motion, or at said request of said Commissioner of Labor, the 
same shall pray that relief be had against the employer for the greater 
security for the payment of salaries and wages of the employees; pro- 
vided, however, that any such employees may make complaint direct to 
the County Attorney relative to any violation of this Act or of said Chap- 
ter 264. If said County Attorney believes, after receiving said information, 
that the provisions of Chapter 264 of the Revised Codes of Montana for 
1935, or any thereof, have been violated, and that such violation or viola- 
tions of said Chapter was or were willful, or that the financial condition 
of the employer is such as to endanger employees in receiving prompt pay- 
ment or collection of wages, it shall be his duty to file the complaint afore- 
said in said District Court.

House Bill No. 282, introduced by Leuthold, having been read three 
several times, history and title agreed to, and being a Constitutional 
Amendment, was passed by the necessary two-thirds vote of the entire 
membership of the House as required by Section 9, Article XIX, of the 
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State Constitution, and in compliance with the provisions thereof, the 
bill is set forth in its entirety as follows: 


House Bill No. 282, introduced by Leuthold: A Bill for an Act entitled: 
“An Act to amend Section 20, Article VII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana; providing for a Board of Control; providing for their appoint- 
ment; defining their powers and term of office; providing for submission 
of the said Act to the qualified electors of the State of Montana.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 20 of Article VII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended to read as follows: 


“Section 20-1. There shall be a board of control consisting of three 
members, the chairman of which -shall be the governor of the state. The 
governor shall appoint the other two members for a period of five years 
who shall be confirmed by the Senate. The first appointment shall be for 
a three year term and the other for five years. 


“Section 20-2. The State Board of Control shall have full powers 
over all financial matters of the state and access to all records at any time 
and it shall be the duty of every officer, employee or agent to provide the 
Board of Control with any and all information required. They shall per- 
form such other duties as the Legislature may prescribe by law. The com- 
pensation of the board shall be six thousand five hundred dollars 
($6,500.00) each year for each of the two members appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 


“Section 20-8. The governor, secretary of state and attorney general 
shall constitute a board of state prison commissioners, which board shall 
have such supervision of all matters connected with the state prisons as 
may be prescribed by law. They shall constitute a board of examiners, 
with power to examine all claims against the state, except salaries or 
compensation of officers fixed by law, and perform such other duties as 
may be prescribed by law. The legislative assembly may provide for 
the temporary suspension of the state treasurer by the governor, when the 
board of examiners deem such action necessary for the protection of the 
moneys of the state.” 


Section 2. There shall be a referendum upon this Act and the secre- 
tary of state of the State of Montana is hereby required and it is made his 
duty to submit this Act to the people of the State of Montana for their ap- 
proval or rejection at the general election to be held in November, 1940, 
in accordance with the provisions of the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana relative thereto; the title and number of this referendum 
Act shall be printed upon the official ballot used at said election, and below 
the title shall be printed the words: 


[] For the amendment to the Constitution for a State Board of Control. 


[| Against the amendment to the Constitution for a State Board of 
Control. 


Section 8. The vote upon this referendum Act shall be counted and 
canvassed as is provided by law and if a majority of all votes cast at 
such election for and against such referendum Act shall be in favor of 
the Act, the Governor of the State of Montana shall immediately so ee 
clare by public proclamation. 


Section 4. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

217 Sections of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1935 and the obvious 
necessity of coordinating about five typewritten pages of proposed amend- 
ments in the bill as referred to us; your committee having considered the 
said House Bill and the said proposed amendments, and having reached 
the conclusion that to prepare any workable act whatsoever would neces- 
sitate the redrafting of an entire new act or substitute bill; 


Meanwhile the Committee having ascertained that no law clerks are 
available for aid and assistance thereon, that the time of the law clerks is 
entirely consumed at the present time in coordinating and reconciling im- 
portant revenue measures before this House, and it further appears that 
the question involved in the Act, to-wit: The extent, if at all, that silicosis 
should be made a compensable disease within the meaning of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act of the State of Montana, is an open and con- 
troversial one at the present time; 


And it having been made to appear to the Committee that the Silicosis 
Commission appointed, pursuant to authority of Joint Resolution No. 6 of 
the 1937 Legislative Assembly, did, after hearings had and consideration 
given, report to the Governor under date of January 6, 1939, in part as fol- 
lows: “that until a thorough study of occupational diseases in this state 
is made, a real method of compensating the victims of these diseases can- 
not be formulated.” 


And Whereas, the deadline on the transmission of House Bills to the 
Senate will fall at midnight on this day and all of the members of this 
committee are personally interested in and concerned with many measures 
both on General Orders and Third Reading being acted upon by this House, 
therefore in justice to their own legislative interests are unable to devote

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Special Investigating Committee appointed 
for the purpose of investigating all elective and appointive State Officers,,. 
Offices, Boards, Bureaus, Departments, Commissions and Institutions, wish 
at this time to make a partial report on the activities of said committee. 


Our committee was advised of various rumors concerning moneys. 
which had been paid or purported to have been paid to a certain official of 
the State of Montana as protection money by certain individuals desirous. 
of installing and operating slot machines in the State of Montana. 


The matter was referred to a sub-committee for the purpose of investi-. 
gating said rumors in order to ascertain whether or not there was any 
foundation therefor. The sub-committee subpoenaed and examined a large 
number of witnesses, and there was considerable evidence produced which. 
tended to substantiate said rumors, all of which said testimony was re- 
duced to writing and is a part of the records and files of this committee. 
For the sake of brevity we will not narrate in this report the substance. 
of the testimony with reference to a great number of the rumors, but will 
confine this report to the testimony relative to one particular transaction.. 


The testimony before said sub-committee disclosed that about the 
middle of January, 19387, one William McCrone, a resident of Silver Bow 
County, approached an individual from the State of Washington who was 
representing a novelty company, and informed this gentleman that he was 
well acquainted with the Attorney General of the State of Montana; that he 
had known him for years, and that if his acquaintanceship with the At-- 
torney General of the State of Montana could be of any assistance to 
this individual or his company, he, the said McCrone, would be glad to in- 
troduce them to the Attorney General. A day or so later he again ap- 
proached said representative and inquired whether or not he would be 
interested in going to Helena in order to interview the Attorney General,. 
Mr. Freebourn. Said representative accompanied him to Helena and the 
Capitol building, and Mr. McCrone went into Freebourn’s office. That 
same day the representative called his principal upon the telephone and in- 
quired whether or not be would be interested in interviewing the Attorney 
General. Later said representative was informed that Mr. Freebourn 
would require a payment of Ten Thousand Dollars in cash to him if said 
novelty company were to be allowed to operate slot machines in the State 
of Montana. The representative immediately contacted his principal and 
informed him thereof. On the 29th day of January, the head of the novelty 
company came to Butte, Montana, and that evening gave to McCrone and 
delivered to him a bank draft for Six Thousand Six Hundred Dollars, to 
be delivered to Mr. Freebourn, the Attorney General of the State of Mon- 
tana, as protection money for the right to operate slot machines in the 
State of Montana. The representative and Mr. McCrone motored to Hel- 
ena that evening, but returned late at night, and the principal was in- 
formed that Mr. Freebourn would not accept the bank draft, but desired 
the money in bills of small denominations, and said bank draft was then 
and there returned to the principal. On the 3rd day of February, 1937, 
Mr. McCrone and the principal and his representative came to Helena, and 
in the afternoon of said day the principal was introduced to the Attorney 
General by said McCrone. 
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The testimony shows that Mr. Freebourn informed the owner of said 
novelty company that he did not “run the Attorney General’s office for his 
health”; that he was not a chiseler or a cheap skate, and that he would 
give him a concession to operate slot machines in the state for the sum 
of Ten Thousand Dollars. That same afternoon the owner of said novelty 
company handed to Mr. McCrone the sum of Three Thousand Four Hun- 
dred Dollars in cash, and Mr. McCrone immediately handed said money to 
Mr. Freebourn. Mr. Freebourn took the same and later went down town 
to his apartment with said parties. 


The testimony further shows that on or about the 6th day of February, 
1937 the further. sum of Four Thousand Dollars was transmitted and paid 
to said Attorney General for the purposes above mentioned, and that on the 
20th day of February, 1937, the owner of said novelty company proceeded 
to Helena, Montana and to the private office of said Harry Freebourn, 
Attorney General, and that he then and there transmitted and paid to Mr. 
Freebourn the further sum of Two Thousand Six Hundred Dollars in cash, 
all of which was accepted by Mr. Freebourn for the purposes hereinbefore 
mentioned. 


Subsequently the owner of said novelty company had some difficulty 
in placing some of his slot machines in the State of Montana and com- 
plained to Mr. McCrone of the fact that Mr. Freebourn had not lived up 
to his agreement. Later the owner of the novelty company went personally 
and talked to Mr. Freebourn about the matter, and Mr. Freebourn stated 
that it would require an additional payment of Three Thousand Dollars, 
and on the 20th day of May, 1937, said owner of the novelty company 
handed to Mr. McCrone the sum of One Thousand Dollars in cash, and he 
and Mr. McCrone proceeded into Mr. Freebourn’s office, and Mr. McCrone, 
then and there, in the presence of said owner of said novelty company, paid 
to Mr. Freebourn said One Thousand Dollars for the purposes hereinbefore 
mentioned. 


In this report we have not attempted to recite to you the testimony 
in full, and have merely given you the gist of the testimony of witnesses, 
who were sworn and testified before said sub-committee, all of which testi- 
mony was reduced to writing, and subscribed and sworn to by the various 
witnesses. 


We might state further, however, that William McCrone was sworn and 
examined by said sub-committee, but when proper inquiry was made of 
him regarding his knowledge of the aforesaid transaction, he refused to 
answer upon the ground and for the reason that any answers he might 
make to said questions might incriminate him, and he said that he elected 
to stand upon his constitutional rights and refused to testify regarding said 
matters. 


In conclusion this committee desires to state to this body that all of 
the matters and things hereinbefore set forth can, in its opinion, be fully 
substantiated by competent evidence. Now therefore, your committee re- 
spectfully submits the above findings and recommends as follows: 


That the House of Representatives of the Twenty-sixth Legislative As- 
sembly of the State of Montana do proceed forthwith to cause to be done 
all things necessary to effect the impeachment and removal from office 
of said Harrison J. Freebourn, Attorney General of the State of Mon- 
tana.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Twenty-Sixth Legislative Assembly: 


As you near the completion of your labors for the present session, I 
am taking the liberty of directing your attention to certain matters which 
I believe are of highest importance to the people of our State. 


In my message, delivered at the beginning of your deliberations, I 
pointed out that the constitution of Montana specifically prohibits appro- 
priations in excess of the anticipated revenues for the biennium for which 
said appropriations are made, I feel that the members of this Assembly, 
as well as myself, are desirous of complying faithfully with this consti- 
tutional provision. 


I find, however, that the total sum of money sought to be appropriated 
by bills now pending before the Assembly greatly exceed the most care- 
fully estimates of the State’s revenues for the coming biennium. Drastic 
reductions must be made if the balance enjoined by the constitution is to 
be maintained. 


After carefully considering the situation, it may be seen that the 
proposed increases over the preceding biennium which will throw the budget 
out of balance in a sum for the next biennium of more than one million, 
four hundred thousand dollars are those made in the measures for public 
welfare and water conservation. 
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I know we are all of one mind in so far as our desire and determina- 
tion to provide adequate aid and relief for our aged, unfortunate and unem- 
ployed are concerned. However, in view of the fact that many of our 
unemployed will be brought under the provisions of the Unemployment 
Compensation Law at the beginning of the next fiscal year and that there 
will be substantial increase in employment by reason of an enlarged high- 
way construction program made possible by the sale of highway deben- 
tures, it is my judgment that a substantial portion of the relief load will 
be absorbed. 


No Bill before you and no amendment has for its object, or strives 
to reduce any of the present relief standards; on the other hand, your 
efforts have been to increase them. These efforts have been sincere and 
laudable and I commend you therefor; but, Ladies and Gentlemen of this 
Assembly, just how can we stretch one dollar into two? 


It is a source of keenest disappointment to me, as I know it is to the 
members of this Assembly, that a greatly expanded water conservation 
program cannot be inaugurated with the beginning of the coming bienni- 
um. That was to be made possible, however, by some substantial increase 
in the State’s revenues. The Assembly, with proper and commendable 
regard for the welfare of the taxpayers of the State, have found it im- 
possible to discover acceptable new sources of revenue without increasing 
our already too heavy burdens. This being the case, there appears no 
other alternative than to continue our water conservation program at the 
present level. 


Only by taking this action on these measures which carry major ex- 
penditures of the state government will it be possible to fulfill our consti- 
tutional obligation to match expenditures with estimated revenue. 


I regret, and I am sure that you all regret this condition, but we must 
meet conditions as conditions exist,—actual physical cloth must be cut 
according to the pattern and if the pattern overlaps and there is no more 
cloth, then the pattern must be adjusted to fit the existing cloth.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your committee of fifteen appointed to investi- 
gate the State Welfare Board, its appointees, and general set-up, beg leave 
to report as follows: 


Your committee issued subpoenas for all of the Welfare Board whom 
it could contact, the State Supervisor of Public Welfare, many of his sub- 
ordinates, and several persons from. various counties, who claim to have 
evidence of irregularities; in addition, your committee engaged the serv- 
ices of an auditor to go over the books and financial statements of the 
Public Welfare Department with a view to breaking’ down the various ac- 
counts so that they could be more easily understood by the members of the 
committee. Considerable time was spent in going’ over the financial re- 
port as the figures reported tended to show a top-heavy administrative cost. 


The report shows that although the various counties are in default. 
in their payments to the State Board in the amount of $270,810.99; that 
amount is carried on the books as an asset. It is problematical how much 
of this amount will be recovered. 


The breaking down of the figures presented by the administrator and 
our auditor, and their re-assembling, tended to show an administrative 
cost in state and counties combined of about 30% of the entire amount ex- 
pended by the Welfare Board. 


Your committee was seeking information relative to combining the 
activities of several of the departments with a view to cutting the ad- 
ministrative costs and permitting more of the appropriated sums to filter 
down to those for whom the department was created. We were amazed 
at the large number of departments that were declared to be necessary in 
the administration of the Welfare Work. In almost every instance, each. 
department was equipped with auditors, traveling investigators, filing 
clerks and stenographers. 


In answer to our questions in regard to combining the departments 
dealing with child welfare and those dealing with crippled children we 
were informed that one department required persons with an entirely dif- 
ferent training. We were not entirely satisfied with such answers, nor 
were we entirely satisfied with the answer to our query relative to uniting 
the activities of the dependent Gepenilry? with that of the child welfare 
department. 


Your committee was also not entirely satisfied with the employment 
of a goodwill ambassador under the title of Public Relations Representa- 
tive with a relatively fancy salary and an unlimited traveling account. 


It was instantly apparent to your committee that there was a lack 
of coordination everywhere and that this lack of coordination was due to: 
the inefficiency of the administrator and the board. 
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The committee wishes to commend the several department heads who 
were called in for information for their knowledge of the department over 
which they had charge. 


Witnesses from the various counties were called and testimony from 
these witnesses disclosed the following: 


That relief now being paid is inadequate to provide a standard com- 
patible. with decency and health, which is the standard set up by the board. 


Although this standard set up required $58.00 for a family of four, 
they actually receive an average of $37.14. 


In some counties the case workers merely look the applicant over and 
give a grocery order for $10.00. 


There seems to be no regular policy. 


The various county administrators and county boards were charged 
with violations of the act in respect to appeals which were taken from de- 
cisions of case workers. There seems to be no regular procedure by which 
the various county boards arrive at a definite decision. 


The old age payments were declared to be inadequate as such sums of 
$5.00 or $6.00 were being paid to some of these old people. 


It was declared that there was plenty of “buck” passing between ad- 
ministrators, the county boards and the state board, and no one seemed to 
be able to pin any of them down to a definite decision. 


Confinement cases were declared to be badly handled. 


Economy seems to be the watch-word rather than the well-being of 
the patient. 


Complaints were also registered in the manner in which commodities 
were being distributed that although plenty of the desired articles were 
in stock, the recipient was often denied his request on the grounds that 
the department was out of that particular size. 


The methods of checking off the articles on the forms provided by 
the department was declared to be antiquated and out of date; that it 
was possible to credit said articles to the recipient after he had signed the 
form and left the office; that in several instances when the recipient had 
returned at a later date for other articles, he was denied the articles on the 
grounds that he had received them in the first instance. 


It was declared by the witnesses that it was almost impossible to 
arrange meetings with the state board in order to carry appeals to them 
from the county boards. 


There seemed to be no one in a position of authority who knew just 
when the state board would meet. 


Cases were cited where the case workers in the various counties showed 
partiality toward recipients. 


Complaint was also registered over the fact that some. counties paid 
by issuing disbursing orders while the law requires that payments be 
made in cash or in warrants payable in cash on demand. 


Several counties were represented and the evidence from these coun- 
ties was along the same lines. 


Your committee feels that in view of the foregoing facts, a change in 
the entire administration both in the administrator’s office and the board 
is desirable and necessary; that a closer supervision be maintained by the 
administrator over the various county units so that there will be a more 
uniform method of administering relief; that the meetings of the board 
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should not be as secretive as they have been in the past; and that arrange- 
ments should be made so that meetings of the board would be advertised in 
the various newspapers so that those concerned could have an opportunity 
of appearing before the board. 


Your committee is of the opinion that the amount of money made 
available to the Welfare Board from the counties, state, and national gov- 
ernments is sufficient to provide adequate relief and old age assistance 
to all of those entitled thereto in the State of Montana, provided that the 
moneys were properly distributed and not unduly absorbed through ex- 
pensive administration policies. It is the opinion of the committee that 
the Welfare Board, and in particular the State Administrator, is lacking 
in the necessary administrative and executive ability for such an important 
office; and it is the thought of this committee that said board should be so 
reorganized that the necessary executive and administrative ability be 
provided. 


We feel that if we failed to make recommendations according to our 
findings that we would be remiss in our duties as an investigating com- 
mittee: 


(1) That the office of Public Relations Representative be abolished. 


(2) That closer supervision be had by the board through its admin- 
istrator over the activities of the county units. 


(3) That salaries of department heads and supervisors be graduated 
downward in an effort to cut administration costs, and that a closer check 
be had on traveling expenses, both in the State Office and the County units. 


(4) That the Board and Administrator immediately draft a set of rules 
of procedure, by which they will be guided, and that these rules be pub- 
licized, so that all parties concerned in appeals will have an opportunity of 
being heard.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Special Investigating Committee, appointed 
for the purpose of investigating all elective and appointive State Officers, 
Offices, Boards, Bureaus, Departments, Commissions and Institutions, 
wish to report that a subcommittee was appointed by said Special Investi- 
gating Committee for the purpose of investigating the Montana Liquor 
Control Board, and said subcommittee, in conjunction with the Select Com- 
mittee of the Senate, took and received a large volume of testimony. 


In the course of said investigation, certain testimony was developed 
which was outside of the province of the said Select Committee of the 
Senate and said subcommittee, and a transcript of said testimony was there- 
upon delivered to the committee as a whole which said transcript was there- 
upon delivered to the subcommittee which was authorized and directed to 
investigate State Officers, Offices and Boards. 


The testimony in question had to do with the delivery of food supplies 
from the commissary of the State Insane Asylum at Warm Springs, Mon- 
tana to the Governor’s Mansion in the City of Helena. 


Dr. J. C. Dunn of Lewistown, Montana, testified that he was Assist- 
ant Superintendent of the State Insane Asylum at Warm Springs from 
February 1937 to May 1938, and that while he was in charge of said in- 
stitution as Assistant Superintendent he delivered to the Governor’s Man- 
sion for the use of the Governor, food supplies, consisting principally of 
canned goods, sugar, flour and meats, valued at approximately seven hun- 
dred dollars, upon orders given him by Governor Roy E. Ayers. 
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Dr. Dunn’s daughter, May King of Lewistown, Montana, testified that 
during the period when her father was Acting Superintendent of the hos- 
pital at Warm Springs, she lived with him and acted as his housekeeper 
and hostess, and on one or two occasions sugar, flour, eggs, packages of 
meat, canned goods and butter were loaded into a car, and that either 
she or her father drove the car to the Governor’s Mansion in the City of 
Helena, and unloaded the contents of said car into the garage at said 
Mansion or directly into the Mansion itself. 


When this information was transferred to said subcommittee, Dr. J. 
C. Dunn was called before said subcommittee, and testified to the effect 
that on a number of occasions such supplies as have heretofore been men- 
tioned were loaded into a passenger car from the commissary at Warm 
Springs, and delivered either by himself or his daughter, May King, to the 
Governor’s Mansion at Helena, Montana, for the use of the Governor. 


Dr. Dunn also testified that supplies were likewise transferred from 
the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge to the Governor’s Mansion for the 
use of the Governor. 


Theodore R. Bergstrom was called as a witness, and upon being 
sworn, testified that he had been Warden of the State Penitentiary at Deer 
Lodge, Montana since March 1987; that no supplies were ever transferred 
from. the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, either directly or indirectly 
to any other institution or any individual in the State of Montana; that it 
is the practice at the State Penitentiary to keep a copy of an inventory 
of all supplies and provisions in the commissary, and that in his opinion 
it would be impossible for any considerable amount of supplies to be 
transferred out of said commissary without his knowledge. 


Dick Marble was likewise called as a witness and was sworn, and 
testified that he resided at Warm Springs and occupied the position as 
steward of said institution, and that as steward he was in charge of the 
commissary and of all supplies. He denied that any foodstuffs, canned 
goods, meats or supplies of any kind or nature were transferred from said 
institution to the Governor’s Mansion. He testified that no supplies could 
be withdrawn from the commissary without a requisition therefor, and that 
the records at the institution disclose that no foodstuffs or supplies were 
withdrawn for any purpose, except for use at the asylum. 


The information from the select committee of the Senate and the 
subcommittee was developed and transferred to this committee at such a 
late date that it has been impossible to make a more exhaustive investiga- 
tion as to the truth or falsity of the statements made by Dr. Dunn and his 
daughter, and for that reason your committee merely recites the evidence 
given this committee without expressing any opinion as to the credibility of 
any of the witnesses who testified.

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Special Investigating Committee beg leave to 
report that we have made an investigation of certain complaints with refer- 
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ence to irregularities in the handling of the trust funds of the State Bank- 
ing Department, and submit the following report: 


The State Banking Department has many duties prescribed by law 
among which is the handling of the funds of insolvent banks. A number 
of these banks have been in the process of liquidation for several years. 
We were informed by the Superintendent of Banks that several months 
ago there was discovered a shortage in the trust funds of some of the 
banks in the process of liquidation. Our investigation disclosed that this 
shortage has been repaid to the department by the bonding companies, and 
the department has not sustained any loss as a result of the defalcation. 


Our investigation further disclosed that no person connected with 
the State Banking Department, at the present time, was involved in the 
irregularities or the shortages. 


There is no provision in the present state law for a regular audit or 
examination of the books of the State Banking Department, other than 
such examination as would be made in the ordinary course of business with 
the department. We were informed by the Superintendent of Banks that 
a thorough audit was made by the State Examiners office, of all of the 
trusts in the process of liquidation by the department after the discovery 
of the shortage above mentioned. 


It is the opinion of the Committee, and we recommend: 


(1) That there be a regular audit and examination of the trust funds 
of the State Banking Department. We believe that such an examination 
can be made by the State Accountant under subsection 4 of Section 306 of 
the Revised Codes of Montana of 1935. At least until such time as the 
legislature may authorize and direct some other method for obtaining a 
proper examination of this department. 


(2) We further recommend that in the handling of the accounts of 
banks in the process of liquidation, some form of receipt be used, and that 
a duplicate of such receipt be delivered to every person paying any money 
into the trust account of the State Banking Department. In our opinion, a 
receipt of this kind will aid materially in making an examination of the 
accounts, and the money received into the trust funds of the various banks 
in the process of liquidation. 


(3) We further recommend that a copy of this report be delivered to 
the Honorable Roy E. Ayers and the Honorable W. A. Brown, Superintend- 
ent of the State Banking Department. .

A subcommittee was appointed to hear complaints against and to in- 
vestigate the Milk Control Board. In spite of the fact that people every- 
where were given an opportunity to express any opinion or complaint they 
might have regarding the conduct of the Board, we have had only four 
written communications to the subcommittee. Three of these indicate that 
they are gratified with the Control Board set-up. One indicates that they 
are not. However, we might say in passing that all four would seem to 
advise that they feel that Mr. Norris, the Administrator of the Act, has been 
anything but fair in some of his administrative duties. 
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Oral complaints made to members of the subcommittee individually 
have repeatediy reiterated that Mr. Norris discriminates in those* persons 
that he prosecutes for violating the rules established in their various dis- 
tricts. it seems that Mr. Norris is somewhat prone to select as a victim 
of prosecution some small, defenseless dealer, and has repeatedly disregard- 
ed intractions by larger companies or individuals. 


Your committee can make no definite recommendations except to say 
that we feel that Mr. Norris should be admonished to be more impartial in 
administering the duties of his office.

Relative to the Public Service Commission, Mr. P. C. Sullivan of 402-A 
West Mercury Street, Butte, Montana, Secretary of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Plumbers’ Union in Butte, appeared and complained that he 
had sought during the late months of 1938 to have the Public Service Com- 
mission enforce Rule 20 of the said Commission’s Rules and Regulations. 
This Rule 20 provides for the testing of all gas meters that have been 
in use for five years. The complainant maintains that this periodic inspec- 
tion of meters is not made according to the Commission’s ruling and had 
insisted on a mandatory enforcement of said rule. 


Your committee finds upon inquiry that the complainant did not appear 
before the Commission, but presented his complaint to Commissioner 
Casey alone. No action was taken, and it does not appear the other Com- 
missioners were advised of the complaint. Two new members have since 
taken oftice on the Commission. Your committee finds some question as 
to the mandatory nature of the rule referred to. No recommendation is 
made by this committee as to the Commission’s action in this matter, but 
the complaint and the rule referring to same were both formally placed be- 
fore the Public Service Commission for its consideration.

Mr. Speaker: We, your subcommittee of the Special Investigating 
Committee appointed to inquire into certain matters at the State University 
that had been brought to our attention, respectfully report as follows: 


The members of this committee spent several days at Missoula, and 
secured testimony from administrative officers, faculty members, towns- 
people and students, such testimony giving us what we believed to be a 
fair cross section of opinion relative to the matters under inquiry. We 
believe that the conclusions reached by this committee have good and suffi- 
cient testimony to support them. These conclusions are as follows: 


(1) We wish to commend what we believe to be a splendid spirit 
among the students of the institution, and we also believe that at time 
mistakes may have been made in not giving more consideration to student 
opinion. 
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(2) We wish to heartily commend the dormitory system, and ex- 
press regret that more facilities of this character are not available. 


(3) We believe that current student fees are justifiable under the 
circumstances, and that it would be difficult for the University to operate 
without such fees. 


(4) We believe that in some cases supervision has reached the near 
censorship stage. However, we feel that there have been no unreasonable 
efforts to restrict freedom of teaching or freedom of speaking. 


(5) We feel definitely that there has been too much down-town in- 
terference in university affairs, and also suggest that some university con- 
nections down town may work seriously to the disadvantage of the institu- 
tion. 


(6) Our investigation convinced us that there is serious dissension 
within the faculty and administrative groups. This we most severely con- 
demn, and we emphatically feel that a spirit of cooperation must be estab- 
lished and maintained or great harm to the institution will be the in- 
evitable result. 


(7) Serious consideration of all facts and circumstances has led your 
committee to emphatically believe that centralized authority should be 
established over all units of the Greater University, through the re- 
establishment of the chancellor plan of supervision. 


(8) We earnestly believe, without any criticism of any individual 
member of the State Board of Education, that that plan of supervision 
over our higher institutions is inefficient and ineffective. We believe that 
this supervisory board should be remodeled so that it would in fact become 
a real State Board of Education, and we seriously suggest that members of 
this board should not be appointed from cities having units of the Greater 


University of Montana.

Complaint was made that dairy cows condemned to 
slaughter for Bang’s Disease were in fact not slaughtered, but were 
shipped from the state for sale. This charge was fully investigated by your 
committee, and the complaints and charges proved to be mistaken. 
Through a somewhat careless method of reporting individual shipments of 
cattle and a failure to detail properly the county and local address from 
which individual shipments were made to the Butte market, suspicion had 
arisen as above mentioned. Upon investigation it was found that the 
condemned cows were actually slaughtered under official inspection, and 
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Federal indemnity duly paid. Suspicion had arisen from the practice of the 
Stock Inspector in report on one single report sheet a large number of 
cattle shipped by several different sellers from different counties. There 
was not room on the sheet to state all the different points of shipment, with 
the result that subsequently shippers received notice from the Register of 
Brands that their stock had been shipped from some other point than its 
original habitat. The department readily explained these matters, and 
this body may rest assured that similar situations shall not arise in the 
future.

SUB-COMMITTEE REPORT 


Mr. Speaker: We, vour Sub-Committee, appointed for the purpose 
of investigating the Fish and Game Department with regard to their 
handling of beaver furs and tagging of the same, beg leave to report as 
follows: 


Attached to this report, in Exhibit A, will be found a verified report 
of an examination of the Fish and Game Department with reference to 
shipments of beaver for the years 1935, 1936, 1987 and 1938, made by one 
George H. Platt, a Certified Public Accountant, which said report is veri- 
fied and the verification dated as of the Twenty-ninth day of December, 
1938. 


We, your Sub-Committee recommend that this report, together with 
a transcript of the testimony taken in this matter, be forwarded to the 
State Fish and Game Commission at their next: regular meeting for the 
reason that we feel this investigation discloses that there is a great deal 
of room for improvement in bookkeeping and in other administrative duties 
of that Commission in regard to the tagging, storing, selling and handling 
of beaver pelts under the law heretofore and now existing. 
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We further recommend that the Fish and Game Commission carefully 
observe Exhibit B and Exhibit H of the report of Mr. Platt, hereto at- 
tached, and marked Exhibit A, to the end that the practice heretofore ex- 
isting be discontinued and that the law be not violated at the insistence 
and request of the Leo M. Goldberg Fur and Wool Company or the Federal 
Raw Fur Exchange. 


We, your Sub-committee, further recommend that the Fish and Game 
Commission carefully read the testimony of Leo M. Goldberg, who is the 
owner of the Leo M. Goldberg Fur and Wool Company and the Federal 
Raw Fur Exchange, and that it be compared with other witnesses, testify- 
ing on the same subject matter, to the end that the Commission will take 
such steps as will remove the influence Mr. Goldberg apparently has on 
the administration of beaver laws in the State of Montana. 


We further recommend that in conformity with the defects pointed out 
and indicated in Exhibit A, the report of George H. Platt, in regard to 
the keeping of records in the Fish and Game Department, be corrected 
as therein indicated and that the attention of the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion be particularly directed to Exhibits A, B, C and D of said report, re- 
garding illegal tagging; that the Commission study all the other ex- 
hibits contained in Exhibit A and ascertain therefrom wherein the law 
has been violated and take the necessary steps required to remedy these 
violations. 


We, your Sub-Committee, feel that violations of the beaver law are 
very apparent and numerous and that it is now the duty of the Fish and 
Game Commission, after carefully studying the report of Mr. Platt and 
the testimony of the witnesses called before this Sub-Committee, to go 
into the matter thoroughly and have the same completely over-hauled for 
the welfare of the Fish and Game Department of the State of Montana, 
and that they do such things as would be consistent with correcting the 
administration heretofore given, the tagging and the administration of 
beaver permits. 


We would also recommend that a better system of keeping records and 
particularly as outlined by Mr. Platt be adopted forthwith, to the end 
that the information contained in said records be more complete and per- 
manent; we further recommend that all fur dealers in the State of Mon- 
tana be given notice of the sale of contraband fur by the Fish and Game 
Department and that contraband and confiscated furs be not stored in 
the warehouse of Leo M. Goldberg, or any other licensed fur dealer. 


We further recommend that the Fish and Game Department inspect 
furs shipped to Montana from other states and that the Department then 
communicate with the proper officials of the state from which the furs 
were shipped, regarding the genuineness or legality of the shipment and to 
this end attempt to eliminate the illegal handling of beaver fur in Mon- 
tana. 


The re-shipment of beaver furs shipped out of the State of Montana, 
and later returned to Montana is, in the opinion of this Committee, too 
laxly handled and it is our recommendation that the Game Warden in such 
instances should be advised and that a record of the beaver shipping be 
established in the Department and that all shipments be recorded therein 
in ink, giving the tagging numbers in the case of Montana beaver and a 
cross-reference to the affidavit in the case of imported beaver, and that 
the permit number, name of the shipper and name of the consignee be per- 
manently recorded in said record. 


We further recommend that when a permit to trap beaver has been 
requested, that after an inspection by the Deputy Game Warden of that 
district, that the matter be brought to the attention of the Commissioner 
in that district before the permit is issued, because it is the opinion of this 
Sub-committee that insufficient attention is now being given to this 
matter. 
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We also recommend that the trapping of beaver by Deputy Game War- 
dens in the future be discontinued, except in cases where necessity re- 
quires, and then, only when the beaver so trapped are transplanted.

The Select Committee of the Senate, appointed January 10, 1939, to 
investigate the Montana Liquor Control Board, and the Select Committee of 
the House, appointed January 12, 1939, to investigate all elective and ap- 
pointive state officers, offices, boards, bureaus, departments, commissions 
and institutions, hereby jointly report their findings and recommendations 
with respect to the matters and subjects hereinafter set forth, respectfully 
report as follows: 


Charges and counter-charges have been made throughout Montana for 
several months regarding the State liquor set-up, and doubtless many per-— 
sons have been accused wrongfully and the true facts in other cases dis- 
torted. The public generally is familiar with these statements, and we 
feel it is the duty of our committee to place the facts. squarely on the 
table, regardless of personalities, that the members of the Legislature and 
the public should have the true facts of the situation, 


For over forty days and many nights the members of the Special Com- 
mittee have worked faithfully and tirelessly and in close harmony, con- 
ducting investigations and hearings at Missoula, Hamilton, Havre, Great 
Falls, Butte, Anaconda, Lewistown and Helena. Upwards of one hundred 
witnesses have been examined. We have endeavored in about forty days’ 
time to perform a task that should reouire at least six months of con- 
tinuous work, and necessarily in manv instances have only touched what 
might be termed the “high spots” of the liquor set-up. 


We have examined as fully as possible the subject of contraband liquor, 
bonus liquor, stamps, rebating. discrimination, favoritism in contracts, com- 
parative prices of liquor in adjoining states. personnel of employees, diver- 
sion of commissions, granting of licenses. the earnings of individuals, dis- 
counts, the purchasing of bar specials and advertising. We have examined 
bank accounts, earning reports, contracts, price lists of adjoining states, 
truck movements into Montana, carload movements, have worked with 
Government agencies, and in practically all cases have examined every 
witness that reported to have knowledge of conditions. 


CONTRABAND LIQUOR 


The committee and investigators made a special effort to ascertain 
the true status of the much discussed subject of “contraband liquor.” Con- 
traband liquor might be divided into two classes—first, moonshine or liquor 
without Federal stamps, and second, regularly distilled liquor sold with- 
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out the state receiving its tax. In this connection the gross “mark-up” 
is fifty percent (50%) and seven percent (7%), the latter being the figure 
agreed upon as an excise tax. In the case of “bar specials,” the mark-up 
is approximately forty percent (40%) and seven percent (7%). “Bar 
Specials” is the term used for liquor purchased in case lots. The committee 
has checked almost every reasonable clue as to the existence of contraband 
liquor. All available records of truck loading at the various ports of 
entry in the state have been reviewed. The railroads have furnished lists 
of carload shipments of alcoholic beverages into the state. In the matter 
of railroad shipments, the rumors were apparently based on one car- 
load that was moved into Yellowstone Park over which the Montana Liquor 
Control Board has no jurisdiction. It was also partially founded on a 
carload shipment or two that a former Board had diverted legally to east- 
ern Montana points in order to effect a freight saving, and a carload that 
was partialy unloaded in Beaverhead County prior to the tenure of office 
of the present Board. There were also rumors of a carload being unloaded 
in Missoula, but your committee was unable to substantiate this claim, and 
the same may be groundless. In regard to the truck shipments, there was 
some hearsay evidence as to the isolated movements, but it is our opinion 
that in the past few months these shipments would not be of any great im- 
portance. Likewise, there was hearsay evidence of suspected moonshine 
either from stills or combinations from alcohol, but we were unable to 
obtain in the limited time sufficient evidence to warrant prosecution. It 
is our opinion that little contraband liquor is being shipped into Montana. 
As the evidence disloses, there are simpler methods of obtaining personal 
gain. 


BONUS LIQUOR 


“Bonus liquor” is the term applied to extra or additional cases shipped 
from the distilleries in carload lots. This liquor is shipped either as 
samples for the representatives of the distillery who are supposed to pay 
the state “mark-up” on the same, or in other cases what might be termed 
“a good will donation” to be used as seen fit. 


The investigation disclosed that 517 cases of bonus wine, gin, whiskey 
and cordials were received by the Liquor Control Board at its warehouse 
between April 1, 1987 and January 1, 1939. Of this number the adminis- 
trator reported that he delivered 195 cases to “the consignees”, and that 
on January 26, 1939, he had 23 cases of such samples on hand, and that 
the remainder, amounting to 295 cases, he “disposed of in any way that 
he deemed expedient.” He reported that he gave some to employees of 
the Board, and to various conventions and meetings of the American 
Legion, stockmen, county officers and fraternal organizations, and to 
callers at his office. 


‘ Without any reflection on the administrator, who was probably acting 
in good faith, the above is a dangerous procedure as this liquor is both 
illegal and contraband, in the opinion of the committee, and should be dis- 
posed of for the benefit of the taxpayers of the state. On the basis of the 
average price for liquor, the 295 cases involved would be worth approxi- 
mately $5,000.00. 


STAMPS 


There seems to be a general misunderstanding in the matter of a 
handling of the State seals or stamps placed upon liquor purchased from 
the Liquor Control Board. Since July, 1987, approximately 200,000 of such 
stamps have been purchased. It seems to be customary throughout the 
so-called “control” states for the distillers to requisition the stamps and 
place them on the bottles or cases prior to shipment. In the case of im- 
ported liquor, there is no procedure for the placing of stamps at the points 
of origin, and for this reason stamps have to be placed on the bottles 
either at the wholesale house or at the various stores. This situation is a 
difficult one for the administrator to handle, owing to the peculiar condi- 
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tions existing. The administrator advised the committee that he will recom- 
mend the purchase of stamps with serial numbers. 


ADVERTISING 


Unfortunately, your committee did not have sufficient time to satis- 
factorily investigate the amounts paid to the various newspapers for ad- 
vertising brands of alcoholic beverages. From the little evidence avail- 
able, certain distillers are alleged to have paid as high as $1.00 per case 
for general advertising, and in one instance it was stated that approxi- 
mately 50c per case of this amount was spent on Montana newspapers. 
While we do not know how this contract compares with others, it would be 
possible for the distillers to pay handsomely for newspaper advertising, 
and no doubt in return would expect certain concessions from the press. 
The matter of placing advertising seems to be largely in the hands of the 
State Distributors. 


GRANTING OF LICENSES 


It was undoubtedly the intention of the Legislature in passing the Act 
of 1937, respecting the non-granting of licenses to retailers that have 
been found guilty of certain crimes, to eliminate the racketeer from the 
retail business. It was clearly the intent that persons convicted of major 
crimes as well as for violations of the Federal and State Prohibition Acts 
should not be permitted to engage in the business. Through an alleged 
technicality in the law, counsel for the Board has ruled that the law does 
not cover the case of certain offenders. We disagree with this ruling. We 
believe there is a serious abuse in this particular. 


It was brought to the committee’s attention that one former inmate 
of the penitentiary is operating a saloon within the town of Deer Lodge, 
and a former inmate of the same institution has at times been his bar- 
tender. There was evidence that in another county, at least three persons 
that had served terms either in the Montana State Prison, or other state 
prisons, were operating saloons. There are innumerable cases of persons 
formerly convicted of violating the Federal and State Prohibition Acts 
being operators of saloons in the State. This practice cannot be too severe- 
ly criticized, and there should be a general clean-up in this line as there 
are sufficient law-abiding citizens in the communities to operate all bars. 


FAVORITISM IN PRICES 


The committee secured the prices charged f. o. b distillery of various 
brands of whiskey in adjoining states at a specified time, and in nearly 
all cases the price in Montana was from a few cents to at least $1.06 a case 
higher than in adjoining states. 


In justice to the administrator, there may be some justification as to 
this variance in price due to effective date of price change to consumers, but 
the committee has not had an opportunity to fully investigate these regu- 
lations. Also the committee had evidence submitted that certain grades, 
particularly bar specials, could be purchased from three to four dollars per 
case cheaper than the prevailing price, had these dealers been permitted to 
sell their wares in Montana. We were unable to have a relative comparison 
of grades and quality. 


COMMISSIONS OF BROKERS 


The administrator advised the joint committee that commissions 
were granted, ranged in Montana from about two per cent (2%) to a maxi- 
mum of five percent (5%). However, the evidence discloses that on cer- 
tain fast moving brands, the E. J. Johnson Company of Lewistown have 
received as high as seven and one-half percent (742%) in commissions. 
Our opinion is that unless something is done to curb this matter of com- 
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missions, there is an opportunity of a real racket in allowing excessive 
commissions to be charged and division made to silent partners. A few of 
the leading distillers, including the firm represented by Benedict & Bardon, 
allow only salaries to their representatives. We believe that this is a very 
commendable course for all the distilleries to pursue. 


RACKETEERING 


We are of the opinion from evidence submitted that under the present 
system of liquor brokerage the business is becoming a racket, and if not 
stopped, will soon be out of control. The front man for this set-up seems 
to be Leslie or Jack Ayers. The committee procurred and obtained much 
first-hand information relating to Ayers from the records of various prov- 
inces in Canada and from the Identification Bureau at Great Falls, and 
these in effect show Jack Ayers’ record in part as follows: 


THE CRIMINAL RECORD OF JACK AYERS 


January, 1912. Charged with carrying concealed weapons, under name: 
of Frank Morgan, at Prince Albert, B. C. 


December, 1912. Charged, as Leslie E. Ayers, at Calgary, Alta., with 
possession of explosives. 


March, 1918. Charged as J. Atkins at Calgary, Alta., with carrying 
concealed weapons. 


June, 1914. Charged as William Fisher, at Regina, Sask., with break- 
ing and entering, and also possessing explosives. 


October, 1917. Charged as F. J. Atkins, at Moose Jaw, Sask., with a 
felony, and sentenced for four years. 


March, 1924. Charged as J. J. Reed, at Lethbridge, Alta., for stealing 
approximately $130,000.00 in securities and money. 


In addition, Ayers as “Smiling Johnnie Reed” was arrested as the 
ring leader in at least one bank robbery in the State of Montana, but he 
was extradited to Canada for another offense. The records of the Mon- 
tana Bankers Association discloses that Ayers and one Arthur Davis were 
the alleged ring leaders of a group of sixteen persons implicated in various 
bank burglaries and robberies, including those mentioned above. 


Our investigatinn also discloses that in 1925, for a criminal offense 
at Havre, Montana, Jack Ayers wrote the Clerk of Court that Roy E. 
Ayers was his attorney. The evidence further discloses that Roy E. Ayers 
was the attorney for one of the accomplices of Jack Ayers in a Montana 
bank burglary in 1924. 


The committee received evidence showing that Jack Ayers is not re- 
lated to Governor Roy E. Ayers. 


Dr. John C. Dunn, on the 16th day of February, 1939, at Lewistown, 
Montana, testified as follows in part: 


Q. Have you been connected with Governor Ayers in his political 
campaigns to any extent? 


A. Yes, sir, I have. 


Q. Were you connected with him in supporting him in his campaigns 
for Congress? 


A. I was. 
Q. And for Governor of Montana? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Dr. Dunn further testified: 
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. My recollection is that I met Jack Ayers at the Governor’s home in 
Lewistown at the beginning of the general election campaign in the fall 
of 1936. 


Q. State whether or not you saw him frequently during that cam- 
paign? 


A. I did, practically every day. 


Q. Do you know what part he took in the fall campaign for Gover- 
nor Ayers? 


A. He was the manager of his campaign, state-wide. 


Q. And as such did you come in contact with him, you being the 
president of the Ayers for Governor Club? 


A. “I did. 


Q. And did he as manager of Governor Ayers’ campaign have any 
duty or perform any duty with respect to the delivery of money to you? 


A. He did. 
Q. And that involved what? 


A. The Ayers for Governor Club account in the bank was kept in my 
name and it was necessary for me to sign all checks. 


Q. And from whom did you receive money against which the checks 
were drawn? 


A. Jack Ayers. 


Q. Do you know whether Jack Ayers deposited in the bank money or 
checks to your credit as the said official of the Ayers for Governor Club? 


A. He did. 


Q. Did he on more than one occasion hand you checks as such of- 
ficial? 
A. He did. 


Furthermore, the witness testified as follows: 


Q. Now, in January and February, 1937, while you were in the Gov- 
ernor’s mansion did you see Jack Ayers in that mansion? 

A. I did. 

Q. And in what capacity did he appear to be acting’? 


A. He acted as though he lived there—answering the telephone calls 
and appeared to be the contact man for the Governor. 


Q. What did he do by way of acting as though he lived there? 


A. He had his regular place at the table; he helped himself to any- 
thing in the way of food there and refreshments from their stores and 
I heard Mrs. Ayers refer to Jack’s room. 


Q. Meaning his room? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did he have his coat off? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you hear any discussion between him and Governor Ayers? 
A. I did. 

Q. What, for instance did you hear? 

A. I heard the Governor ask for suggestions from him as to where 


they would place certain men whom they had promised positions to. 
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There seems to be no doubt as to the free relationship between the 
Governor and Jack Ayers. On the 26th day of April, 1937, Articles of In- 
corporation were filed in the office of the Secretary of State for the 
“Capitol Brokers, Inc.” The incorporators were D. E. Osborne of Havre, 
Montana, Jake Myers of Malta, Montana, and Fred L. Robinson of Malta, 
Montana. The purpose for which said corporation was formed was “to 
conduct and engage in a general wholesale commission and broker busi- 
ness”, and further to carry out the general provisions of a corporation. 
The evidence discloses that the incorporators each contributed One Hun- 
dred Dollars ($100.00) and were entitled to ten shares of stock. It was 
further provided that the “principal office of said corporation is located 
in the Helena Apartments in said City, County and State.” 


On examination, incorporator Jake Meyers testified in part as fol- 
lows: 


; oh Anyway, you three organized it? (Referring to Capitol Brokers, 
ne. 

A. Jack Ayers was there. 

Q. You say Ayers was there at that time? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What did he have to do with it? 

A. Well, I don’t know, but he came in and said he had some pretty 


good mining property and wanted to form a corporation so they could 
mine. 


Did you get a certificate or certificates of stock for that $100.00? 
No, I haven’t got that. 

Who selected the name for the corporation? 

Jack Ayers as far as I know. 

And you haven’t been paid any money by the company? 


Be: eo 36) 


No, not a cent. 


Incorporator D. E. Osborne stated in part as follows: 
Q. You are an officer of the corporation? 

A. Iam the President. 

Q. Have you held any directors meetings? 


A. Nothing more than the one I told you about when we first in- 
corporated. 


Q. That was not a directors meeting. 


A. Well, that was the time that I was elected President and Jack 
Ayers was to be the manager and Meyers was Vice-President. 


Q. As President have you drawn any salary? 
A. No, I have never seen a nickle except to the extent of this mine. 


We believe in justification to Fred L. Robinson that the record should 
ma the testimony discloses that he withdrew from the corporation 
in 1937. 


The evidence at the hearings discloses that the apartment in Helena 
which is used as the principal place of business is the one which has been 
occupied by Jack Ayers. Furthermore, the evidence shows that there 
apparently have been no directors meetings, that the President of the 
company has been unable to produce the books or records of the cor- 
poration although repeatedly requested to do so. President Osborne on 
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various occasions stated that he was unable to get the records from Jack 
Ayers, and furthermore, that he did not know as to the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the affairs of the corporation except that he signed checks 
as a co-signer, sometimes in blank. The records of one bank disclose that 
the Capitol Brokers, Inc. and Jack Ayers in 1937 deposited approximately 
$12,000.00 and in 1988 $24,000.00. The American Distilling Company ac- 
count, which is probably one of the principal accounts of the “Capitol 
Brokers, Inc.” or Jack Ayers, is not available to the committee as the com- 
pany has failed to furnish information as to the commissions paid for the 
year 1988 although repeatedly written and telegraphed to do so. It ap- 
pears that the Capitol Brokers, Inc., have banked in one institution approxi- 
mately $36,000.00 from April, 1937, to December 31, 1938, and that the in- 
corporators received no dividends whatsoever. The committee has been 
unable to ascertain what disposition has been made of this money, except 
for a portion that was spent in the mining operations. 


The evidence discloses that for a period of between four and five years 
prior to the Capitol Brokers, Inc., acquiring The American Distilling Com- 
pany account, the company was represented by Dr. Boris A. S. Aranow, 
on ake years a prominent surgeon, oil operator and business man in 

elby. 


Dr. Aranow testified in part as follows: 


Q. How did you happen to form any connection with that company? 


A. I knew the Chairman of the Board of Directors through former 
associates in New York. I used to live in New York. When prohibition 
terminated, they approached me to represent the organization in north- 
eastern Montana. 


Q. About how long did you represent them in that capacity? 
A. Just about four or five years. 


Q. Through the period that you represented them, what would you 
say, roughly, was the average monthly income for the services you ren- 
dered? 


A. Probably it would be $10,000 or $12,000 a year or more. 


Q. Was there anything unpleasant with your relations with the 
company which caused you to abandon a contract that was producing 
about $10,000 or $12,000 a year? 


A. No, nothing. 


Dr. Aranow testified as follows relative to the severance of his con- 
tract: 


Q. Have you heard the rumor that a man selling the board, or trying 
to sell the board might do better, or get along better if he made financial 
arrangements with a man by the name of Jack Ayers? 


A. No I didn’t hear, except that I saw some letters of Ayers’ when 
I was with an agent of the American Distillery. 

Q. Where did you say it was? 

A. New York. 

Q. Did he write letters to the American Distillery before you re- 
leased your contract with them? 

A. Yes, he did. 

Q. And in those letters, did he indicate that he had influential con- 


nections which might be to the advantage of the company if they em- 
ployed him? 
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A. Yes, he did. 


Q. And in those letters, did he mention a connection with the present 
Governor of the state? 


A. He made promises that he is an influential man. 


Q. Well I mean, did he mention the Governor’s name, his connection 
and association with him, and influence with him? 


A. Yes, he did. 


Q. Don’t you think, Doctor, that perhaps as a result of those letters 
the American Distillery took the position that perhaps it would be better 
if they were represented by Jack Ayers than by you? 


A. Well, I thought possibly that it was. 


The committee made an earnest effort to procur the files respect- 
ing this matter from the American Distillery Company but were unsuccess- 
ful in obtaining the same. 


In this particular, attention is called to the fact that since the Capitol 
Brokers, Inc. secured the American Distilling Company contract, that the 
purchases have increased until it now leads all other lists in volume. 


THE C. L. DOW COMPANY 


The records disclose that there is some relationship between the ac- 
tivities of the Capitol Brokers, Inc., and C. E. Dow or the C. E. Dow Com- 
pany of Havre. Jack Ayers is apparently interested in what is known 
as the Dow-Snyder Placer Company. The evidence also discloses that 
Dow and Jack Ayers have been acquainted for a number of years and 
apparently are on very friendly terms. 


Dow, who formerly was convicted in Federal Court on violation of 
the Prohibition Act, for some months has been a distributor of beer along 
a portion of the Great Northern line with headquarters at Havre, and in 
November, 1937, obtained the Schenley Distillers Corporation contract for 
Montana. Their former agent was Martin B. O’Neill of the brokerage firm 
of Carr-O’Neill Company of Butte, and have been engaged in business as 
commission men for eighteen years. Mr. O’Neill testified in part as fol- 
lows: 


Q. Was your brokerage company formerly the Montana representa- 
tive of Schenley Distillers Corporation of New York? 


A. It was. 


Q. As such representative, did you sell liquor and products of that 
company to the Montana Liquor Control Board? 


A. Podid. 


Q. And about what time did your connection with that company 
cease? 


A. November, 1937. 


Q. And at the time your connection with them ceased, had your 
dealings with Montana Liquor Control Board been satisfactory to you as 
such representative ? : 


Agr tYes, 


_Q. And had you had any complaint from the distillery that your 
business dealings with them were not satisfactory ? 


A. No. 
Q. Did your firm give up this brokerage contract? 
A. No, it was taken away from us by our principals. 
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Q. After you lost the contract, have you endeavored to find out the 
real reason why you lost it? 


A. Well, we have got a lot of things we think, but the real reason 
we don’t know. The only reason I could figure was that possibly our 
representing Schenley wasn’t satisfactory to people who possibly control the 
sale of liquor. 


Q. Did you have more reason to come to that conclusion than you 
did to any other? 


A. Well, it was just my own... I felt for several months before 
we lost the account that possibly someone else would do more business 
than we did. 


Q. Why? 


A. Because it was extremely hard for us to get a sufficient supply 
of goods and keep it in the stores. 


Q. That is due to the way that your orders were handled by the 
Liquor Control Board? 


A. That is correct. 


-Q. Well, then, it isn’t true that up to the time when you gave up 
the contract, your dealings,were entirely satisfactory with the Board? 


A. Perhaps you are right. 


Q. Did it appear to you that there was delay in filling the orders? 


A. I wouldn’t say delay in securing the orders; there was delay in 
ordering the merchandise. 


Q. Whatever delay there was, was on the part of the Board or ad- 
ministrator ? 


A. That is correct. 


Q. Did you believe, as a business man, that if that delay were re- 
moved, you would do more business for your principal? 


A. I did. 


Mr. O’Neill further testified as follows: 


Q. You will observe from the letter of this former principal of yours 
that in 1938 they paid Mr. Dow the sum of $19,926.78. Did they ever pay 
anywhere near that sum to your firm as brokers? 


A. No. 
Q. What is the greatest amount they paid to you in any one year? 
A. $12,700.00. 


The evidence before the committee discloses that in 1938, the Dow 
Company received $19,926.78 in commissions. An increase of over 
$7,000.00 of what it formerly received. 


C. L. Dow was subpoenaed before the committee to bring his bank 
statements. His evidence was far from satisfactory but disclosed that 
approximately one-half of this commission was drawn in the shape of 
cash from checks on a Havre bank. He refused to divulge what had be- 
come of this money other than to say that it was in money in his posses- 
sion. He stated that it was not in a bank or safety deposit box or in the 
shape of cashiers checks or other form of credit, but large checks were 
paid in currency and retained by him. Dow was to appear for further 
examination the following morning after he testified, but failed to appear, 
and the committee received a letter inclosing a wire from his wife in 
Minneapolis stating she was ill. 
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The attitude of Dow was very defiant. He repeatedly refused to dis- 
close the disposition of cash drawn from the bank in large amounts. The 
committee feels that he was telling untruths, and the disposition of ap- 
proximately $9,500.00 in cash for the year 1938 was not satisfactorily ac- 
counted for. 


THE U. D. L. TRANSACTION 


Continuing the racket idea, we will proceed to the transactions rela- 
tive to the U. D. L. line of liquors represented by J. & J. Dunbar Company 
of Seattle. R. J. Gilmartin, proprietor of the Gold Medal Dairies at Mis- 
soula and for fifteen years a prominent business man of Great Falls and 
Missoula, formerly was the agent of the J. & J. Dunbar Company. Mr. 
Gilmartin testified that his side line of liquor was worth from $5,000 to 
$6,000 a year gross and apparently his representation was very satis- 
factory to the company, and undoubtedly was carried on in a business 
manner. Mr. Gilmartin’s contract was terminated in July, 1937. 


Mr. Gilmartin’s evidence in part is as follows: 


. Now, a short time preceding the time when your contract was. 
ended, did you see Jack Ayers with any sc Weaaaas of the Dunbar 
Company? 


Yes, I did. 
And was that man’s name Mr. Ostrow? 
Yes. 


And will you tell us where you saw them? 

In my room at the Placer Hotel. 

Was Mr. Ayers in your room at your invitation? 
No. Mr. Ostrow called him up there. 


And do you know if Ayers and Ostrow had a conference after 
they had seen you, and then saw you later, after the conference? 


A. Yes, they went into the adjoining room, which was Mr. Ostrow’s 
and talked for some time, and returned to my room later. 


Q. Did you have a talk with Mr. Ostrow later that same day about 
your contract? 
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A. Yes, on the way going home to Missoula. 


Q. Were you rather suspicious that the contract might be taken 
from you? 


A. Yes, I was. 


Mr. Gilmartin further testified in part as follows: 
Q. Was there any reason given to you why the contract was taken 
from you? 


A. Mr. Ostrow told me that he had instructions from Baltimore to 
do away with the state agent and handle it by their own salesman out of 
the Seattle office. 


. Now, at that time, were you aware of any ruling by the Board 
that the distillery had to have a state representative? 


A. That was my impression. 


Q. Did you seek to inform yourself on that point by conferring with 
anyone that you believed had knowledge of it? 


A. Yes, I did. 
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Q. And did you receive assurance that distillers dealing with the 
Board had to have a state representative in Montana? 


Ann. Yes. 


Q. Now, have you heard or learned of any state representative in 
Montana for that concern up until the first of December, 1938? 


A. I have never heard anything since I was told that their sales- 
man at Seattle would represent them. 


Q. For your information, we advise you that we have been informed, 
by means of a letter from the company to Mr. John Page, that he is their 
state representative at a salary of $75.00 per month, since December 1, 
1938. Do you know a man by the name of A. Gunnard, or Andy Gunnard? 


A. Yes, I do. 


After much pressure from the committee, J. & J. Dunbar Company 
finally had their representative appear before the committee. He admitted 
that he had been in the state but four or five times, in 19388, the last time 
being in June, 1938. Nevertheless, his commissions amounted in excess of 
$9,000.00 for 1937 and 1988. Mr. Gunnard claims to have no checking 
account and converted large checks into cash, stating that he carried large 
sums of money with him but sometimes deposited a portion to a savings 
account. Gunnard further admitted receiving a regular salary from the 
Dunbar Company, and it is our opinion that the checks cashed in excess 
of $9,000.00 were not retained by Gunnard but a portion split with other 
persons. 


THE E. J. JOHNSON COMPANY 


The testimony disclosed that the E. J. Johnson Company is not incor- 
porated, and Mr. Johnson stated that he constituted the company. Johnson 
is a distributor of five lines of beer throughout central Montana, with 
headquarters at Lewistown. 


A sub-committee examined the bank records of E. J. or Butch John- 
son, and later at Mr. Johnson’s residence examined his checks. 


This examination disclosed checks totaling $4,425.00 made to cash. 
Three of these checks bore what apparently were identification notations 
on the corners. One notation was composed of the letters “T.S.” Two of 
the other checks had the notations “D & T.” We made a record of these 
notes, and on the following morning we subpoenaed Johnscn with his check 
and found that erasures in the meantime had been made of the initials and 
new marks initiated. We demanded an explanation and he had none to 
offer. We inquired further as to what individuals the intials referred to 
and he again refused to answer. It is our opinion that a portion of the pro- 
ceeds of this $4,425.00 was paid to others than E. J. or Butch Johnson. 
In this particular it is interesting to note that Administrator Wass stated 
that it was his belief that no commissions in excess of five percent (5%) 
were paid, that in one month Johnson’s record showed that he had re- 
ceived over $1,000.00 in commissions based on seven and one-half percent 
(712%) commission. 


The similarity of all these transactions is so much different from those 
of other distilleries that it forces anyone to wonder if there was not a 
common plan. 


During the investigations at Lewistown, the so-called commissary deal 
was discovered, and testimony was given by Dr. Dunn and May King. This 
evidence was submitted to the House about a week ago for their considera- 
tion, and awaiting the same we will not at this time go into the details. 


In conclusion, it is our opinion that if this so-called racket in the liquor 
business is not stopped, there is a great probability that in a short time 
the entire control will be in the hands of a very few persons, and that 
the State of Montana will be penalized by excessive charges and commis- 
sions.

Because of its refusal to cooperate with this committee in the pro- 
duction of information asked for, and particularly its correspondence with 
said Jack Ayers, and because of its representation in this state by the 
Capitol Brokers, Inc., this committee recommends that the Montana 
Liquor Control Board have no further dealings whatsoever with the Ameri- 
can Distilling Company; and because the J. & J. Dunbar and Co., of 
Seattle, Washington, sellers of U. D. L. products, has had no Montana rep- 
resentative in the sales of its liquors to the Control Board for many 
months past, it is recommended that the Montana Liquor Control Board 
have no further dealings whatsoever with the said J. & J. Dunbar and Co. 


In addition to such action as the House of Representatives may take,
